CONSTITUTION 


OV  THE 


PRINCETON  THEOLOGICHL  SEMINIIRY. 


I.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Alumni  Association  of 
Princeton  Seminary. 

II.  All  who  have  been  students  in  the  Seminary  shall  be  regarded,  if 
they  please,  as  members  of  this  Association. 

III.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  brotherly 
love  among  its  members,  and  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the 
Seminary. 

IV.  The  Professors,  Directors  and  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  shall  be 
regarded  as  ex-qffieio  members  of  this  Association. 

V.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a President,  Vice-President, 
a Secretary  or  Secretaries,  and  a Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  annually, 
and  continue  in  office  until  others  are  chosen  to  succeed  them. 

VI.  The  officers,  with  three  other  members  annually  chosen,  shall  be  an 
Executive  Committee,  with  power  to  attend  to  the  business  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  intervals  of  its  meetings. 

VII.  The  Stated  Meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually,  in 
Princeton,  on  the  same  day  with  the  closing  exercises  of  the  Seminary,  at  the 
close  of  the  Seminary  year,  at  such  hour  as  may  be  appointed  from  year  to 
year. 

VIII.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  he  called  hy  the  Presi- 
dent, on  the  written  request  of  five  members,  notice  thereof,  and  the  object 
thereof,  being  given  in  two  religious  papers  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  its 
occurrence.

Princeton,  iST.  J.,  May  8,  1900. 

The  Alumni  Association  met  in  Miller  Chapel  at  12  M., 
the  President,  Rev.  J.  Frederick  Dripps,  D.  D.,  being  in  the 
chair.  Prayer  was  ottered  by  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Logan,  II. D., 
of  Scranton,  Pa.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  and  of  the  constitution  was  on  motion  dispensed 
Avith,  these  having  been  pi’inted  and  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  alumni.  The  following  Avere  invited  to  sit  as  correspond- 
ing members ; the  Rev.  I)rs.  J.  W.  Rogan,  an  alumnus  of 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary;  IV.  W . McKinney,  of 
Western  Theological  Seminary;  H.  G.  Mendenhall,  of 
Western  Theological  Seminary;  John  EAving,  of  Western 
Theological  Seminary,  and  the  Rev.  David  Steele,  D.  D., 
Professor  in  the  Reformed  Theological  Seminary  of  Phila- 
delphia.

The  report  was  received  and  the  officers  and  additional 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  nominated  for  the 
ensuing  year  were  elected,  and  its  recommendation  regard- 
ing the  Necrological  Report  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology  was  presented 
and  a brief  abstract  of  it  read  by  the  Chairman  (see  p.  000). 
The  report  was  approved  and  ordered  printed  and  distrib- 
uted. After  the  reading  of  the  list  of  those  who  had  died 
during  the  year  the  Rev.  Dr.  T.  L.  Cuyler  was  called  upon 
to  lead  the  Association  in  prayer. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Professor  W.  Brenton 
Greene,  Jr.,  D.D.,  was  presented  by  him  and  referred  to 
the  following  Committee  of  Audit : the  Rev.  Drs.  .1.  A. 
Henry  and  S.  M.  Studdiford,  who  having  examined  the 
accounts  and  found  them  correct,  the  report  was  adopted.

While  the  auditors  were  examining  the  accounts,  there 
was  a discussion  as  to  the  printing  the  Necrological  Report 
in  a cheaper  form,  after  which  it  was  resolved  on  motion  of 
Rev.  W.  C.  Stitt,  D.D.,  of  New  York,  that  the  form  should 
not  be  cheapened  and  that  the  Report  as  heretofore  issued 
be  commended  to  the  Alumni. 

Informal  addresses  were  then  made  by  the  Rev.  S.  C. 
Logan,  D.L.,  the  Rev.  T.  S.  Childs,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  J. 
R.  Graham,  D.D.,  of  the  class  of  ’50;  b}’  the  Rev.  J.  A. 
Henry,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  I).  S.  Gregory,  D.I).,  LL.D.,  of 
the  class  of  ’60. 

The  Association  then  took  a recess,  to  meet  at  1:30  P.  M. 
in  Stuart  Hall  for  the  Alumni  dinner,  when  its  session  was 
resumed.  Dr.  Dripps  presiding.  A blessing  was  asked  by 
the  Rev.  George  Washburn,  D.I).,  of  Constantinople.  At 
the  close  of  the  dinner  speeches  were  made  by  the  President 
of  the  Association;  by  the  Rev.  David  Tully,  D.D.,  of 
Media,  Pa.,  representing  the  class  of  ’50;  by  the  Rev.  G.  T. 
Purves,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  representing  the  Faculty;  by  the  Rev. 
Prof.  J.  A.  Quarles,  D.D.,  of  Washington  and  Lee  Univer- 
sity, representing  the  class  of  ’60  ; by  tlie  Rev.  T.  L.  Cuyler, 
D.D.,  on  the  late  Professor  Green;  by  the  Rev.  W.  P. 
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White,  D.D.,  of  Philadelphia,  representing  the  class  of  ’70; 
by  the  Rev.  N.  W.  Wells,  of  Brooklyn,  representing  the 
class  of  ’65  ; and  by  the  Rev.  L.  A.  Oates,  of  Chambers- 
burg.  Pa.,  representing  the  class  of  ’90.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  speeches  a verse  of  “ Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds  ” was 
sung,  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Chamberlain,  of  Brazil,  and  the  Association  adjourned.

Necrological  Report 


PRESENTED  MAY  8,  1900. 


The  Committee  on  Necrology  report  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1900, 
the  death  of  the  Kev.  Kobert  Hamill,  D.D.,  a Director  of  the  Seminary  as 
well  as  an  alumnus;  of  Samuel  Hayes  Pennington,  M.D.,  LL.D.,  who 
was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  forty-one  years  and  its  President 
for  twenty  years,  although  at  the  time  of  his  death  not  officially  connected 
with  the  Seminary  ; of  the  Kev.  Prof.  William  Henry  Green,  D.  D.,  LL.D., 
also  an*  alumnus,  and  of  forty-six  matriculated  students  in  addition  to  the 
two  above  mentioned.  The  entire  number  reported  is  fort3'-nine.  Of  these 
four  should  have  been  included  in  last  year’s  report,  but  the  fact  of  their 
death  was  not  known  in  time. 

Of  the  forty-eight  former  students  the  oldest  had  reached  the  age  of 
eighty-eight  j^ears  and  three  months  ; seven  others  had  passed  their  eightieth 
year,  thirteen  their  seventieth  and  thirteen  their  sixtieth.  The  youngest  died 
at  the  age  of  twenty-six  years  and  ten  months.  The  average  age  of  the 
forty-eight  was  sixtv-eight  years  and  four  months.  The  average  age  at 
which  the  forty-eight  made  a public  profession  of  their  faith  was  seventeen 
years.

EOEEET  HAMILL,  D.D., 

Son  of  Robert  and  Isabella  (Todd)  Hamill,  was  born  April  21, 
1816,  at  Norristown,  Pa.  He  united  with  the  First  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  Norristown,  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  pre- 
paratory studies  were  2:>ursued  in  the  Classical  and  Commercial 
School  of  Lawrenceville,  N.  J.,  and  he  graduated  from  Jefferson 
College  in  1839.  From  Novemlier,  1839,  to  October,  1842.  he 
engaged  in  teaching  in  Lawrenceville.  Entering  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  in  the  latter  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1845.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  New  York  April  16,  1845.  From  January  to  A])ril, 
1846,  he  supjdied  the  First  Church  of  Norfolk,  Va.  He  was 
ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Huntingdon,  IMay  6, 1846,  and  at 
the  same  time  installed' })astor  of  the  Spring  Creek  Church,  Pa., 
and  over  the  Sinking  Creek  Church  on  the  5th  of  June  follow- 
ing. He  held  this  double  charge  until  A{)ril  13,  1875,  when  he 
was  released  from  the  Sinking  Creek  Church,  and  on  June  4th 
of  the  same  year  he  was  reinstalled  over  the  Siiring  Creek 
Church,  whicli  he  served  until  Noveml)er  9,  1890.  He  was  thus 
pastor  of  this  church  for  a period  of  more  than  forty-four  years. 
On  his  release  he  was  made  pastor  emeritus.  He  spent  his  entire 
ministry  in  one  Presbytery,  the  Presbyter}'  of  Huntingdon,  of 
which  he  was  stated  clerk  from  1849  to  1893,  forty-four  years. 
He  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life  in  Philadelphia,  in  which  city 
he  died  February  15,  1900,  of  heart  failure,  in  the  84th  year  of 
his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Lower  Providence  Cemetery, 
near  Norristown,  Pa.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.  D.  from 
Princeton  University  in  1867.  Dr.  Hamill  was  a trustee  of  La- 
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fayette  College  from  1849  to  1879,  and  a director  of  Princeton 
Seminary  from  1868  until  his  death.  He  was  seven  times  a 
commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  was  moderator  of 
the  Synods  of  Philadelphia  and  Harrisburgh. 

He  was  twice  married : (1)  October  15,  1851,  at  Pennsylva- 
nia Furnace,  Pa.,  to  Miss  Margaret  Lyon,  who  died  October  15, 
1867 ; (2)  April  29,  1875,  at  St.  Georges,  Del.,  to  Miss  Anna 
Belleville,  who  died  February  11,  1877.  Four  sons  and  two 
daughters  by  his  first  wife  survive  him. 


TRUSTEE. 


SAMUEL  HAYES  PENNINGTON,  U.H.,  LL.L., 

Son  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Hayes)  Pennington,  was  born  October 
16,  1806,  in  Newark,  N.  J.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies 
in  the  Newark  Academy  and  graduated  from  Princeton  Univer- 
sity in  1825.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  oldest  living 
graduate  of  that  institution.  He  united  with  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Newark  at  the  age  of  fifty-one.  After  complet- 
ing his  college  course  he  at  once  entered  upon  the  study  of 
medicine  under  the  Rutgers  Medical  Faculty  of  Geneva  College, 
from  which  he  received  the  degree^of  M.D.,  in  1829.  The  same 
year  he  began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Newark  with  his 
uncle  Dr.  Samuel  Hayes,  to  whose  practice  he  succeeded.  He 
continued  his  professional  labors  for  thirty  years,  when  he 
restricted  his  practice  to  a small  circle  of  friends.  Dr.  Penning- 
ton was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Princeton 
Seminary  from  1856  until  1897,  when  he  insisted  on  retiring 
because  he  found  himself  unable  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  regularly.  He  was  President  of  the  Board  from  1877 
until  his  retirement  twenty  years  later.  He  was  a trustee  of 
Princeton  University  from  1856  until  his  death,  being  the  oldest 
member  of  the  Board  at  that  time.  He  held  many  other  posi- 
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tions  of  trust  and  responsibility.  He  was  a member  of  tlie  Newark 
Board  of  Education  from  1845  to  1862,  seventeen  years,  and  was 
its  president  for  seven  years,  1855-62.  He  was  elected  a trustee 
of  the  Newark  Academy  in  1833,  the  president  of  its  Board  in 
1854  and  so  continued  until  his  death.  He  was  the  president  of 
the  Newark  City  National  Bank  from  1851  until  his  death.  In 
1848  he  was  made  president  of  the  State  Medical  Society  ; was 
a member  of  the  County  Medical  Society,  a corresponding 
member  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Munich  and  of  the  Royal 
Botanical  Society  of  Ratisbon,  and  was  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Connecticut  State  Medical  Society.  He  was  president  for 
some  years  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society.  Among  the 
few  publications  that  he  put  forth  was  his  address  before  the 
New  Jersey  State  INIedical  Society  in  May,  1849,  as  its  president, 
with  the  title,  “Science,  sound  philosophy  and  cultivated  intel- 
ligence, the  basis  of  true  medical  reputation.”  He  received  the 
degree  of  A.M.  in  course  from  Princeton  College  in  1828  and  the 
honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  from  the  same  in  1895.  His  whole 
life  was  spent  in  Newark,  where  he  died  March  14,  1900,  of 
apoplexy,  in  the  94th  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  twice  married:  (1)  February  22,  1836,  in  Portland, 
Me.,  to  Miss  Anna  J.  McLellan  Pope,  who  died  December  20, 
1877 ; (2)  February  2,  1881,  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  to  Mrs.  Anna  I. 
(Pierson)  Field,  who  survives  him  with  two  sons  and  one 
daughter  by  his  first  wife. 

NOTE. — Although  Dr.  Pennington  was  not  officially  connected  with  the 
Seminary  at  the  time  of  his  death,  his  long  and  distinguished  services  as 
member  and  president  of  its  Board  of  Trustees  make  it  proper  to  put  this 
notice  here. 
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PROFESSOR. 


WILLIAM  HENEY  eEEBN,  L.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  George  Smith  and  Sarah  (Kennedy)  Green,  was  born 
January  27,  1825,  at  Groveville,  Burlington  Count}^,  N.  J.  He 
united  with  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  at  Easton,  Pa.,  at  the 
age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  Easton 
under  the  Rev.  John  Vandeveer,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafay- 
ette College  in  1840.  For  the  next  two  years  he  was  a tutor  in 
Lafayette  College.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1842, 
he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1846. 
He  interrupted  his  course  for  one  year,  1843-44,  that  he  might 
accept  the  jjosition  of  adjunct  professor  of  mathematics  in  La- 
fayette College.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick,  February  3,  1846,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by 
the  same  Presbytery  May  24,  1848.  Immediately  upon  his 
graduation  from  the  Seminary  he  was  appointed  instructor  in 
Hebrew,  thus  beginning  his  career  as  a teacher  in  the  Princeton 
Seminary  in  1846.  He  was  an  instructor  for  three  years,  during 
which  period  he  served  both  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of 
Princeton  as  stated  supply ; the  First  Church,  for  six  months 
after  September  26,  1847,  alternating  with  the  late  A.  Gosman, 
D.D.;  the  Second  Church,  from  February,  1848,  to  September, 
1849,  when  he  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Central  Presby- 
terian Church,  Philadelphia,  over  which  he  was  installed  May 
16th  of  that  year.  This  relation  was  dissolved  July  7,  1851, 
that  he  might  accept  a call  to  the  chair  of  Biblical  and  Oriental 
Literature  in  Princeton  Seminary.  In  1859  the  title  of  this 
chair  was  changed  to  that  of  Oriental  and  Old  Testament  Liter- 
ature, and  this  chair  he  continued  to  occupy  without  interrup- 
tion until  his  death,  fifty-four  years  after  his  appointment  as  an 
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instructor  in  the  Seminary,  and  forty-nine  years  after  his  return 
to  Princeton  to  assume  the  work  of  a full  professorship  in  the 
same  institution.  He  was  Librarian  of  the  Seminary  from  1851 
to  1871.  For  a number  of  years  before  his  death  Dr.  Green  suf- 
fered from  an  incurable  disease,  which  slowly  sapped  his 
strength,  and  after  repeated  rallies  from  periods  of  great  weak- 
ness, he  finally  succumbed  to  the  heavy  and  protracted  drain 
upon  his  physical  resources,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Princeton 
February  10,  1900,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  He  received  the 
degree  of  D.D.  from  Princeton  University  in  1857,  and  from  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  in  1884;  and  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
from  Rutgers  College  in  1873.  Dr.  Green  was  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  1891.  In  1868,  upon  the  retirement  of 
President  Maclean,  he  was  elected  to  succeed  him  as  the  Presi- 
dent of  Princeton  University  (then  the  College  of  New  Jersey), 
but  he  declined.  He  was  the  chairman  of  the  Old  Testament 
section  of  the  American  Committee  for  the  Revision  of  the 
English  Version  of  the  Bible,  continuing  at  the  head  of  this 
committee  until  his  death.  He  was  a trustee  of  Princeton  Uni- 
versity from  1868  until  his  death.  Dr.  Green’s  literary  activity 
was  very  great,  and  was  confined  almost  absolutely  to  his  spe- 
cial department  of  study,  beginning  with  a review  of  Keil  on 
Joshua,  published  in  the  Biblical  Repertory  and  Princeton  Review 
in  1850,  and  continuing  for  fifty  years.  Most  of  his  contribu- 
tions to  periodical  literature  appeared  in  the  above  review  and 
in  its  successors,  the  Presbyterian  Quarterly  and  Princeton  Review, 
the  Presbyterian  Review  and  the  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Revieio. 
During  nine  years,  1883-92,  Dr.  Green  wrote  the  critical  notes 
on  the  International  Sunday  School  Lessons,  that  appeared  in 
The  Sunday  School  Times  of  Philadelphia.  Only  a few  of  his  pub- 
lished writings  can  be  mentioned  here*  : his  “ Grammar  of  the 
Hebrew  Language,”  first  published  in  1861;  “ The  Pentateuch 
Vindicated  from  the  Aspersions  of  Bishop  Colenso,”  1863  ; “ A 
Hebrew  Chrestomathy,”  1872;  “The  Argument  of  the  Book  of

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Job  Unfolded,”  1874;  “The  Hebrew  Feasts,”  1885;  “The 
Higher  Criticism  of  the  Pentateuch,”  1895;  “The  Unity  of 
the  Book  of  Genesis,”  1895 ; “ General  Introduction  to  the 
Old  Testament,  The  Canon,”  1898;  “General  Introduction 
to  the  Old  Testament,  The  Text,”  1899.  On  May  5,  1896, 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Dr.  Green’s  appointment  as  an 
instructor  in  Princeton  Seminary  was  celebrated  in  Princeton 
with  appropriate  addresses  in  Alexander  Hall,  on  the  University 
campus.  The  exercises  were  held  in  connection  with  the  an- 
nual commencement  of  the  Seminary,  and  were  attended  by 
many  distinguished  representatives  of  other  institutions.  The 
proceedings  were  published  in  a volume  to  perpetuate  the.  oc- 
casion. 

Dr.  Green  was  twice  married : (1)  June  24,  1852,  at  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  to  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Colwell,  who  died  March 
29,  1854 ; (2)  April  28,  1858,  at  Allegheny,  Pa.,  to  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Hayes,  who  survives  him  with  two  daughters  by  the  second 
marriage,  one  the  wife  of  Prof.  William  Libbey,  the  other  the 
wife  of  Prof.  J.  Mark  Baldwin,  both  of  Princeton  University.

ALUMNI. 


JOHN  JAY  DANA, 

Son  of  Stephen  Winchester  and  Esther  (Runisey)  Dana,  was 
born  November  5,  1811,  in  Poultnej",  Vt.  He  united  with  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  nine- 
teen. His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Castleton 
Academy,  Vt.,  under  the  Hon.  Solomon  Foote,  afterwards  United 
States  Senator.  He  entered  the  freshman  class  of  Williams 
College  in  1827,  but  at  the  end  of  his  sophomore  year  he  left 
Williams  and  entered  Union  College,  Schenectady,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1831.  The  first  two  years  of  his  theological  course 
were  spent  in  Andover  Seminary.  In  1833  he  entered  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  and  took  his  senior  year  there.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Troy,  October  13,  1834,  and 
ordained  by  the  same,  September  9,  1835.  He  labored  as  a 
home  missionary  in  Pittstown,  N.  Y.,  from  Januar}'-,  1835,  to 
April,  1836 ; as  acting  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Blissfield,  Mich.,  from  December,  1836,  to  June,  1838 ; sujiplied 
the  Congregational  Church  at  Canaan  Four  Corners,  Mass.,  from 
September,  1838,  until  his  installation  as  pastor,  April  16,  1840. 
He  was  dismissed  from  this  charge  May  29,  1848.  His  next 
pastorate  was  over  the  Congregational  Church  at  South  Adams, 
Mass.,  from  June  15,  1848,  until  November  29,  1858.  After  this 
he  supplied  the  following  Congregational  churches,  all  in  Massa- 
chusetts : Cummington,  from  June,  1861,  to  November,  1865  ; 
North  Becket,  from  March,  1866,  to  April,  1874 ; Alford  and 
West  Stockbridge  Centre,  1876-84;  resided  without  charge  at 
Alford,  1884-89 ; supplied  the  church  at  Curtisville,  1891-92. 
From  this  time  he  resided  without  charge  at  Williamsville,  near 
Housatonic,  Mass.,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  at  Williams- 
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ville,  June  18,  1899,  of  angina  pectoris,  in  the  88th  year  of  his 
age.  Mr.  Dana  published  “ Caroline  Jones,”  “False  Imprison- 
ment,” “ Too  Big  for  Sabbath  School,”  “ Mrs.  Marsh’s  Help,” 
and  a sermon,  “ The  Acceptable  Fast.” 

He  was  twice  married:  (1)  July  13,  1836,  in  Salem,  N.  Y.,  to 
Miss  Mary  Abigail  Freeman,  who  died  July  17,  1849;  (2)  Dec- 
ember 11,  1850,  in  Dalton,  Mass.,  to  Miss  Sarah  Esther  Converse, 
who  died  August  28,  1895.  One  son,  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  W.  Dana, 
of  Philadelphia,  and  two  daughters,  children  of  his  first  wife, 
survive  him. 


BENJAMIN  LINCOLN  SWAN, 

Son  of  Samuel  and  Margaret  (Tufts)  Swan,  was  born  July  31, 
1813,  in  Medford,  Mass.  He  united  with  the  First  Free  Church 
of  New  York  City  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Branford  Academy,  Mass.,  and  he 
entered  Columbia  College,  New  York,  but  was  unable  to  com- 
plete his  course  on  account  of  ill  health,  which  compelled  him 
to  leave  college  at  the  close  of  his  senior  year.  He  entered  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1833,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course 
there  and  graduating  in  1836.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Fairfield 
West  Congregational  Consociation  of  Connecticut,  October  14,1835, 
and  ordained  by  the  Fairfield  East  Consociation,  November  25, 
1836,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  of  Fair  Haven,  Conn.  -This  relation  was  dissolved 
June  24,  1845.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Litchfield  Congregational 
Church,  from  October  22, 1846,  to  May,  1856;  of  the  Second  Con- 
gregational Church,  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  from  that  time  until  Oc- 
tober, 1858 ; of  the  Stratford  Congregational  Church  from 
November,  1858,  until  May,  1863;  of  the  New  Canaan  Congre- 
gational Church  from  1863  to  1866;  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Oyster  Bay,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.,  from  July  11,  1866,  to  October  12, 
1875  ; stated  supply  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Pontiac,  111., 
from  1875  to  1880 ; of  the  Presb3'’terian  Church  of  Monroe, 
Conn.,  from  1880  to  1883,  and  of  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Mendham,  N,  J.,  from  1883  to  1888,  when  the  infir- 
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mities  of  age  compelled  him  to  withdraw  from  the  active 
duties  of  the  ministry  and  he  was  honorably  retired  by  the 
action  of  the  Presbytery.  He  moved  at  this  time  to  Bridgeport, 
Conn.,  where  he  resided  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Febru- 
ary 15,  1899,  at  Bridgeport,  of  old  age,  in  his  86th  year.  He 
was  buried  in  Bridgeport.  Mr.  Swan  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  A.M.  from  Yale  University  in  1844. 

He  was  twice  married:  (1)  October  31,  1836,  in  New  York 
City,  to  Miss  Sarah  Green  Brinckerhofl’,  who  died  August  9, 
1873;  (2)  November  22,  1875,  in  Chicago,  111.,  to  INIiss  Maria 
Louisa  Hopkins,  who  survives  him  with  three  sons. 


WILLIAM  YOUNG  MILLER, 

Son  of  George  S.  and  .Julia  (Young)  Miller,  was  born  December 
20,  1811,  in  IMontgomery  County,  N.  Y.  He  united  with  the 
Good  Will  Presbyterian  Church,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  nineteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Montgomery 
County  Academy,  under  -Jacob  C.  Tooker  and  Nathaniel  Webb, 
and  he  graduated  from  Union  College,  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  in 
1833.  He  then  spent  a year  in  teaching  in  two  private  families 
in  New  York  City.  Entering  the  Seminary  in  Princeton  in 
November,  1834,  he  remained  there  two  years,  taking  the  third 
year  of  his  theological  course  in  the  Yale  Divinity  School.  He 
was  licensed  by  the  Third  Presbytery  of  New  York,  April  7, 
1837,  and  ordained  sine  titulo  by  the  Presbytery  of  Hudson, 
November  27,  1838.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Ridgebury, 
N.  Y.,  from  May  2,  1839,  to  September  28,  1847,  when  ill  health 
compelled  him  to  give  up  his  ministerial  labors.  He  spent  a 
year  in  travel  at  this  time.  When  able  to  resume  preaching  in 
IMay,  1851,  he  became  stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Knoxville, 
111.,  continuing  such  until  the  spring  of  1858,  when  he  was  again 
laid  aside  by  ill  health.  After  this  he  was  unable  to  take  any 
regular  charge.  He  resided  without  charge  in  Knoxville  for  the 
next  four  years,  then  for  a short  time  in  Chicago,  moving  to  San 
Jose,  Cal.,  in  1883,  There  he  spent  the  remaining  years  of  his 
life,  and  there  he  died  March  25,  1900,  of  arterio-sclerosis,  in  the 
89th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  San  Josd. 
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He  was  twice  married : (1)  May  1,  1839,  in  Phillipsburg, 
N.  Y.,  to  Miss  Julia  Phillips,  who  died  February  7,  1857 ; (2) 
August  18,  1858,  in  Peoria,  111.,  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Johnston) 
Knox,  who  survives  him,  with  two  sons  and  two  daughters  by 
his  first  wife  and  one  son  and  two  daughters  by  his  second. 


HENRY  HAMBLETON  CAMBERN, 

Son  of  Ignatius  and  Sarah  Murphy  (Bell)  Cambern,  was  born 
October  9,  1811,  in  Marion  County,  Ky.  He  united  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Lebanon,  Ky.,  at  the  age  of  seventeen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  Lebanon  under  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Robert  C.  Grundy,  and  he  began  his  collegiate  studies 
in  Centre  College,  Ky.,  with  the  class  of  1836 ; but  illness  in  his 
senior  year  prevented  the  completion  of  his  course.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1836,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1839.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  New  Brunswick  April  24,  1839,  and  ordained  by  the 
Presbyter}"  of  Salem  (now  New  Albany)  April  9,  1840,  being  at 
the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  Jeffersonville, 
Ind.,  from  which  he  was  released  September  24,  1841.  His 
next  pastoral  charge  was  over  the  church  at  Charleston,  Ind., 
from  July,  1843,  to  October,  1852.  During  a part  of  this  time, 
1846-52,  he  supplied  also  the  church  at  Bridgeton,  Ind. 
After  this  he  was  stated  supply  of  the  Walnut  Street  Church, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  1852-54 ; of  the  Rushville  Church,  Ky.,  from 
1855  until  his  installation  as  its  pastor,  April  9,  1856,  being  re- 
leased from  this  charge  July  10, 1860 ; stated  suppl}"  at  Marshall, 
Mo.,  1860-63 ; financial  agent  of  Hanover  College,  Ind.,  1863- 
64,  and  during  the  rest  of  his  active  ministry  stated  supply  of 
the  following  churches  successively  : Covington,  Ind.,  1864-66 ; 
Attica,  Ind.,  1866-69;  La  Dore,  Kas.,  1870-72:  Osage  Mission, 
Kas.,  1873-76 ; the  Catalpa  and  Walnut  Churches,  Kas.,  1877- 
78.  He  organized  these  last  four  churches,  as  well  as  those  in 
Paxsons  and  Erie,  Kas.,  in  which  latter  place  he  resided  after  the 
infirmities  of  age  compelled  him  to  relinquish  active  work.  A 
sunstroke  was  the  immediate  cause  of  his  enfeebled  health.  He 
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died  August  9,  1899,  at  ]ilrie,  Kas.,  of  uo  special  disease  other 
than  old  age,  in  his  88th  year. 

He  was  married  October  8,  1840,  in  Livonia,  Tnd.,  to  Miss 
Emily  Margaret  Martin,  who  died  March  4,  1898.  Three  sons 
and  three  daughters  survive  him. 


MOSES  WOODRUFF  DODD, 

Son  of  Ira  and  Anna  (Harrison)  Dodd,  was  born  November  11, 
1813,  in  Bloomfield,  N.  J.  He  united  with  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Bloomfield  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  prepara- 
tory studies  were  pursued  in  Bloomfield  under  Mr.  Albert 
Pierson,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edwin  Hale  and  others.  He  graduated 
from  Princeton  University  in  1837.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year,  he  remained  there  one  year,  and  then 
spent  six  months  in  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New 
York,  when  ill  health  compelled  him  to  abandon  his  purpose  of 
becoming  a minister  of  the  gospel.  In  1839  he  began  his  busi- 
ness career  in  New  York  City  by  forming  a partnership  with 
John  S.  Taylor,  who  was  at  that  time  one  of  the  leading 
publishers  of  theological  'books.  In  1840  Mr.  Taylor  withdrew 
from  the  firm  and  Mr.  Dodd’s  name  appeared  alone  in  the  im- 
print of  the  books  he  published.  In  1870  he  retired  from  active 
business  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  and  nephew,  who  formed 
the  firm  of  Dodd  & Mead,  changed  several  years  later  to  Dodd, 
Mead  & Co.  For  more  than  fifty  years  Mr.  Dodd  served  as  a 
ruling  elder  in  the  University  Place  Church  of  New  York.  He 
died,  April  8,  1899,  in  New  York  City,  of  a complication  of  dis- 
eases, in  the  86th  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  married  May  20,  1841,  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  to  Miss 
Rachel  Hoe,  who  died  March  20,  1897.  Five  sons,  one  being 
the  Rev.  Ira  S.  Dodd,  an  alumnus  of  Princeton  Seminary, 
survive  him. 


JOHN  MURPHY  ROGERS, 

Son  of  Capt.  William  Luttrell  and  Ann  Ballantine  (Murphy) 
Rogers,  was  born  INIarch  18,  1818,  in  Westmoreland  County,  Va. 
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He  united  with  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Princeton  at 
the  age  of  twenty-one.  His  prei)aratory  studies  were  pursued 
in  the  Princeton  Academy  under  the  Rev.  Charles  C.  Sears,  and 
he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1837.  After  leaving 
college  he  spent  one  year  as  private  tutor  in  the  family  of  Wil- 
liam Bisland,  Esq.,  of  Pine  Ridge,  near  Natchez,  Miss.,  and  a 
second  year  in  the  study  of  law  with  James  S.  Green,  Esq.,  of 
Princeton.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1839,  tak- 
ing the  full  three  years’  course  there  and  graduating  in  1842, 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  April  27, 
1842,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  West  Jersey,  INIa}"  15, 
1844,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Woodbury,  N.  J.  This  relation  was  dissolved  October  6,  1847. 
His  next  pastoral  charge  was  over  the  church  at  INIiddletown 
Point  (now  Mattawan),  N.  J.,  from  February  20,  1850,  to  July 
7,  1867.  After  this  he  resided  without  charge  at  Princeton  fora 
few  years.  From  November  24,  1873,  to  October  5, 1877,  he  was 
pastor  at  Morrisville,  Pa.,  still  residing  in  Princeton.  From 
1878  to  1893  he  was  chaplain  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Prison  at 
Trenton.  At  this  time  advancing  years  compelled  him  to  retire 
from  active  work  and  he  took  up  his  residence  in  Machodoc,  Ya., 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  November  19,  1899,  at  Macho- 
doc, of  heart  failure,  in  the  82nd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  bur- 
ied in  the  old  Y^eocomico  Church  cemetery  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Va.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  senior  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick. 

He  was  married  November  9,  1843,  at  Spring  Grove,  Va.,to 
Miss  Eliza  Jane  Murphy,  who  survives  him. 


JOHN  LYON. 

Son  of  George  Armstrong  and  Anna  Glorina  (Savage)  Lyon, 
was  born  July  27,  1821,  at  Carlisle,  Pa.  He  united  with  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Carlisle  at  the  age  of  twenty. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Grammar  School 
of  Dickinson  College,  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander  T.  McGill, 
afterwards  professor  in  Princeton  Seminar}-,  and  he  graduated 
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from  Dickinson  College  in  1839  with  high  honor,  being  the  val- 
edictorian of  his  class.  He  spent  the  next  two  years  at  home, 
engaged  in  study  as  his  healtli  permitted.  Entering  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  in  1841,  he  remained  but  five  months.  He 
was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle  October  4,  1843,  and 
ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  St.  Louis  in  March, 
1845.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Hillsboro,  Mo.,  from  1845  to  1846,  and  of  the  Bonhomme  and 
Feefee  Churches,  St.  Louis  County,  IMo.,  in  1846,  until  his  in- 
stallation as  pastor  over  these  two  churches  in  May,  1847.  This 
relation  was  dissolved  in  October,  1848.  The  rest  of  his  life  was 
spent  in  teaching,  as  his  health,  which  was  always  feeble,  per- 
mitted. He  was  thus  engaged  at  Carlisle,  Pa.,  1848-52;  at  Bed- 
ford, Pa.,  1852-53;  again  at  Carlisle,  1855-58;  at  Allegheny 
City,  Pa.,  1858-59;  at  Millerstown,  Pa.,  1860-61 ; a second  time 
at  Bedford,  1861-66;  in  the  Hastings  Academy,  West  Philadel- 
phia, 1866-74  ; at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  1874-75,  and  at  East  Liberty, 
near  Pittsburgh,  1875-81.  At  this  time  the  state  of  his  health 
rendered  further  active  duty  impossilfie.  He  resided  in  East 
Liberty  from  1882  to  1885  and  in  Philadelphia  from  1886,  when 
his  health  broke  down  more  seriously,  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  December  16,  1899,  in  Philadelphia,  in  the  “ Friends’ 
Institution  ” of  that  city,  in  the  79th  3'ear  of  his  age.  He  w'as 
buried  in  Carlisle,  Pa.  Mr.  Lyon  was  unmarried.

PHILANDER  DICHINSON  YOUNG, 

Son  of  Horace  and  Submit  (Dickinson)  Young,  was  born  August 
1,  1817,  in  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  He  united  wuth  the  First  Presb^'- 
terian  Church  of  Oswegatchie,  now  Ogdensburgh,  N.  Y.,  at  the 
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age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  iiursued  in  the 
Ogdensburgh  Academy  under  the  successive  principals,  Messrs. 
Taylor,  Lewis  and  Coffin,  and  he  graduated  from  Union  College, 
Schenectady,  in  1842.  From  April  1842,  to  May,  1843,  he 
taught  in  the  Albany  Academy,  N.  Y.  Entering  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  on  May  3rd,  of  the  latter  year,  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1846.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Ogdensburgh,  July  2,  1845,  and  ordained 
an  evangelist  by  the  same,  June  18,  1846.  He  served  many 
churches,  although  never  willing  to  be  installed  as  pastor,  for 
the  reason  that  none  of  them  was  able  to  promise  self  support  or 
to  give  any  reasonable  promise  of  the  relation  being  permanent. 
He  was  stated  supply  successively  of  the  following  churches  : — 
Galena,  111.,  from  July  1,  to  November  10, 1846  ; Greenville,  111., 
from  January  to  July,  1847;  Edwardsville,  Moro  and  Dry  Point 
churches.  111.,  under  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  from  October, 
1847,  to  March,  1852;  Chester  and  Pleasant  Ridge,  111.,  from 
March,  1852,  to  April,  1857 ; Decatur,  111.,  from  April,  1857,  to 
April,  1858;  after  this  until  July,  1860,  he  resided  at  Decatur, 
lireaching  at  various  points  in  the  vicinity.  He  was  further 
stated  supply  at  Dwight,  111.,  from  July,  1860,  to  July,  1865;  at 
Waukesha,  Wis.,  from  December,  1865,  to  August,  1866;  at 
Delafield,  which  church  he  founded,  and  Ottawa,  Wis.,  from 
April,  1866,  to  September,  1867 ; Gilman,  111.,  from  October, 
1867,  to  April,  1871,  from  which  time  until  June,  1876,  he  con- 
tinued to  reside  in  Gilman  without  charge.  His  last  service 
was  in  supiiling  the  Orange  and  Anaheim  churches.  Cal.,  the 
former  from  September,  1876,  to  November,  1877,  and  the  latter 
from  the  same  date  unlil  February,  1878.  He  resided  without 
charge  in  Orange  from  that  time  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
there,  June,  6,  1899,  of  anemia,  in  the  82nd  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  at  Santa  Ana,  Cal.  Mr.  Young  was  stated  clerk 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Los  Angeles  from  1889  until  1899.  While 
preparing  for  college  he  taught  a district  school  for  three  months, 
and  while  in  college  was  private  tutor  in  a family  for  six  months. 
He  published  nothing  except  occasional  articles  for  the  news- 
papers. 
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He  was  married,  June  3,  184G,  in  Albany,  N.  Y..  to  Miss 
Hannali  Jones  Wait,  who  with  one  son  survives  him.  Five 
children  died  before  him. 


HENRY  MARTYN  ROBERTSON,  D.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  and  Dorcas  (Platt)  Robertson,  was  born 
January  26,  1822,  at  Huntington,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.  His  boyhood 
was  spent  at  Dryden,  Canajoharie  and  Schoharie,  N.  Y.,  where 
his  father  was  pastor.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Canajoharie  and  Schoharie  Academies,  and  he  graduated 
from  Union  College,  Schenectady,  in  1842.  He  was  principal  of 
the  Kingsboro  Academy,  N.  Y.,  from  1843  to  1845.  At  this  time, 
being  twenty-three  years  of  age,  he  united  with  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  of  Schoharie  on  confession,  and  devoting  himself 
to  the  ministry,  he  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1845. 
Taking  the  full  three  years’  course  there  he  graduated  in  1848. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  April  28, 
1847,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Wiscon- 
sin (now  Milwaukee),  in  MarcR,  1849.  He  went  to  Wisconsin 
as  a home  missionary  in  1848  and  was  stated  sup})ly  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Neenah,  Wis.,  from  July,  1848,  to 
November,  1853,  from  which  time  until  October,  1855,  he  was 
synodical  missionary  of  the  Synod  of  Wisconsin.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  two  pastorates,  a double  one  over  Horicon  and  Dodge 
Centre,  Wis.,  October,  1855,  to  May,  1860,  and  Fond  du  Lac, 
Wis.,  May,  1860,  to  October,  1866.  From  this  last  date  until 
April  1,  1867,  he  was  the  financial  secretary  for  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  the  North  West  (now  McCormick  Seminary).  He 
was  then  pastor  of  the  Westminster  Church,  Columbus,  0.,  from 
June,  1867,  until  June  12,  1870.  This  was  followed  by  a service 
as  financial  secretarv  for  Wooster  University,  until  January, 
1871.  Then  he  was  pastor  of  the  churches  of  Blendon  and  Cen- 
tral College,  0.,  from  November,  1871,  to  November,  1876;  jiastor 
at  Kenton,  0.,  from  November,  1876,  to  December,  1881 ; served 
as  a home  missionary  in  Arizona  and  California,  from  February 
1,  1882,  to  September  1,  1883 ; was  pastor  at  Winterset,  Iowa, 
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from  November,  1883,  to  November,  1889.  He  spent  the  follow- 
ing winter  in  Minneapoli.s,  Minn.;  was  stated  supply  of  the  Cen- 
tral Presbyterian  Church  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  from  March  to 
October  1,  1890;  of  the  First  Church,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  from 
November  1,  1890,  to  April  1,  1891 ; of  the  Clifton  Heights 
Church,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  from  June  1,  1891,  to  June  1,  1895. 
He  spent  the  next  winter  with  his  daughter  at  Everett,  Wash., 
and  then  supplied  the  church  at  Fairhaven,  Wash.,  from  April 
1,  1896,  to  April  1,  1897.  At  this  time  he  was  honorably  retired 
from  the  active  work  of  the  mini.stry,  after  a long  and  useful 
career.  He  took  up  his  residence  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  suddenly,  during  the  night.  May  20, 
1899,  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  while  he  was  visiting  the  General 
Assembl}^,  then  in  session  in  that  city.  He  was  in  the  78th  year 
of  liis  age  when  he  died.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from 
Otterbein  University,  0.,  in  1876.  He  was  buried  in  the  cem- 
etery at  Des  Moines.  Dr.  Robertson  was  the  stated  clerk  of 
Winnebago  Presbytery  from  its  organization  in  1851,  and  was 
a])pointed  clerk  of  the  Synod  of  Wisconsin  at  its  organization. 

He  was  twice  married  : (1.)  Novembend,  1848,  at  Raymond, 
Wis.,  to  Miss  Lemira  Judson,  who  died  March  20,  1854;  (2) 
January  21,  1862,  at  Fond  du  Lac,  Wis.,  to  Mrs.  Clarissa  M. 
(Coleman)  Penney,  who  died  May  30,  1893.  One  son  and  one 
daughter  survive  him. 


THOMAS  SCOTT  BRADNER, 

Son  of  Thomas  Wickham  and  Susan  (Smith)  Bradner,  was  born 
September  2,  1822,  in  Goshen,  N.  Y.  He  united  with  the  Pres- 
b3derian  Church  at  Goshen  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  His  prepar- 
atory studies  were  pursued  in  the  Goshen  Academy,  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1846.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1849.  He  was  licensed  by 
the  Presb3dery  of  Hudson  April  18,  1849,  and  ordained  by  the 
same  on  September  12  of  the  same  3"ear.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
church  at  IMilford,  Pa.,  from  October  2,  1849,  to  October  19, 
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1852,  and  of  the  church  at  Croton  Falls,  N.  Y.,  from  May  11, 

1853,  to  April  22,  1857.  He  was  principal  of  the  Goshen  Acad- 
emy, N.  Y.,  during  1858,  and  at  the  same  time  stated  supply  of 
the  church  at  North  Salem.  After  this  he  was  for  a time  com- 
l^elled  to  give  uj)  his  ministerial  work  on  account  of  ill  health. 
Returning  to  Croton  Falls,  he  served  the  church  there  as  stated 
supjdy,  1861-62.  In  1862  lie  helped  raise  the  124th  regiment 
New  York  State  Volunteers,  and  served  as  its  chajdain,  in  the 
3rd  corjis  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  from  September  1,  1862, 
to  the  last  of  .June,  1865,  when  the  regiment  was  mustered  out 
at  Newburgh,  N.  Y.  He  was  in  twenty-six  battles  and  skirm- 
ishes,  including  Fredericksburgh,  Chancellorsville,  Gettysburgh 
and  Petersburgh.  From  1865  to  1871  he  resided  in  Goshen,  N. 
Y.,  without  charge.  In  the  latter  year  he  began  serving  the 
Glen  Cove  Church,  N.  Y.,  a new  organization,  as  stated  supply, 
and  ivas  installed  its  pastor  .June  18,  1872.  This  relation  was 
dissolved  Jul}'  19,  1881.  After  this  he  resided  in  New  York 
City  without  charge  until  1897,  when  he  removed  to  Red  Bank, 
N.  J.,  spending  his  last  days  in  the  home  of  one  of  his  married 
daughters.  He  died  November  27,  1898,  in  Red  Bank,  of 
dropsy,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  in  Green- 
wood Cemetery,  Brooklyn. 

He  was  married  May  24,  1850,  at  Goshen,  N.  Y,,  to  Miss 
Agnes  Wilson,  who  died  April  7,  1893.  Two  sons  and  four 
daughters  survive  him. 


LUTHER  LITTELL, 

Son  of  John  and  IMary  (Conkling)  Littell,  was  born  April  21, 
1824,  in  New  Providence,  N.  J.  He  united  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  his  native  place  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Bloomfield  Academy, 
N.  J.,  and  in  the  Classical  School  of  Franklin  Sherrill,  at  Madi- 
son, N.  J.,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1844. 
He  then  engaged  in  the  work  of  teaching,  first  for  one  year  at 
Westfield,  N.  J.,  and  again  for  two  years  in  the  West  Notting- 
ham Academy,  Mo.,  with  Dr.  George  Burrowes.  Entering  the

Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1847,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1850.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
tery  of  Elizabeth,  October  4,  1849,  and  ordained  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Hudson,  September  25,  1850,  being  at  the  same  time 
installed  jiastor  of  the  church  at  Mount  Hope,  N.  Y.  He  was 
released  from  this  charge  September  20,  1881,  the  release  to 
take  effect  on  the  October  3rd  following,  making  this  an  un- 
usually long  pastorate  of  thirty-one  years.  He  w'as  stated 
supply  of  the  church  at  Holt,  Mich.,  from  February  22,  1883,  to 
April  21,  1886 ; pastor  elect  at  Morrice,  Mich.,  from  the  latter 
date  until  May  20,  1891.  Returning  to  Mount  Hope,  N.  Y.,  he 
began  supplying  the  church  there  November  7,  1891,  and 
became  its  pastor  for  a second  time.  May  3,  1892,  and  so  con- 
tinued until  his  death,  -which  took  place  December  28,  1899,  at 
Mount  Hope,  of  heart  disease,  complicated  with  drojisy,  in  the 
seventy-sixth  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  New  Providence.  His  two  Mount 
Hope  pastorates  covered  a period  of  thirty-nine  years. 

Mr.  Littell  was  married,  IMay  3,  1853,  at  Penn  Yan,  N.  Y., 
to  Miss  Mary  Anna  Hall,  who  survives  him. 


WINFIELD  SCOTT  PARSONS, 

Son  of  Lemuel  Huntington  and  Lydia  Graves  (Crosby)  Parsons, 
was  born  June  21,  1823,  at  Lenox,  Mass.  He  united  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Newtown,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  eighteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  w^ere  pursued  in  the  Bucks  County 
Academy  at  Newtown,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College 
in  1844.  During  the  next  three  years  he  was  engaged  in  teach- 
ing. Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1847,  he  took  the 
full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1850.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Second  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  April  18, 
1849,  and  ordained  sine  tilulo  by  the  Presbytery  of  Buffalo  City, 
January  10,  1851.  Prom  May,  1850,  to  May,  1852,  he  was 
stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Lockport,  N.  Y.  After  this  he 
engaged  in  the  work  of  teaching,  as  follows  : in  Trenton,  N.  J., 
1852-54 ; in  Saugerties,  N.  Y.,  1854-55 ; in  Pottstown,  Pa.,  1855- 
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56 ; in  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  1856-58 ; in  Clifton  Springs,  N.  Y., 
1858-61 ; and  again  in  Wilkes-Barre,  1861-72.  From  this  time 
until  his  death  he  engaged  in  business  as  a real  estate,  insurance 
and  collection  agent.  He  was  at  one  time  an  alderman  in 
Wilkes-Barre,  which  continued  to  be  his  residence  until  his 
death.  This  occurred  September  12,  1899,  at  Bear  Creek,  near 
Wilkes-Barre,  of  dilation  of  the  heart,  in  the  seventy-seventh 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Wilkes-Barre. 

He  was  twice  married:  (1)  December  8,  1851,  at  Lockport, 
N.  Y.,  to  Miss  Eunice  Jones  Lattin,  who  died  April  30,  1857  ; 
(2)  October  5,  1859,  at  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  to  Miss  Ellen  Eliza- 
beth Brower,  who  survives  him,  with  one  son  by  his  first  wife, 
and  one  son  and  three  daughters  by  his  second. 


JAMES  DOAK  TADLOCK,  D.D.,  LL.D.. 

Son  of  Sevier  and  Mary  (Blair)  Tadlock,  was  born  August  4, 
1825,  in  Greene  County,  Tenn.  He  united  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Providence,  Tenn.,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  He 
was  prepared  for  college  in  the  Preparatory  Department  of 
Washington  College,  Tenn.,  and  graduated  from  that  college  in 
1847.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  same  j'ear, 
he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there  and  graduated  in  1850. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Raritan,  April  18,  1849, 
and  ordained  an  evangelist,  November  16,  1850,  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Holston.  His  life  was  devoted  to  teaching,  in  which  he 
was  engaged  all  the  time  since  1850,  except  the  years  1863-65, 
and  yet  while  so  engaged  he  did  not  fail  to  preach,  supidying  at 
different  times  the  churches  of  Rocky  Spring,  Providence,  Salem, 
Leesburg,  Jonesboro,  Bristol,  Johnson  City,  Walnut  Grove, 
Paperville,  Cold  Spring  and  Columbia,  all  of  these  being  in 
Tennessee,  except  Walnut  Grove,  Va.,  and  Columbia,  S.  C. 
Soon  after  leaving  Princeton  he  was  called  to  a professorship  in 
Washington  College,  Tenn.,  where  he  continued  teaching  until 
1858.  He  was  next  president  of  the  Female  College  of  Jones- 
boro, Tenn.,  from  1858  to  1863.  During  the  next  two  years  he 
was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Jonesboro,  the  only  inter- 
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ruption  of  his  teaching  work  until  age  compelled  his  retirement 
from  his  chair  in  Columbia  Seminary.  From  1865  to  1867  he 
was  the  principal  of  a select  school  in  .Jonesboro,  and  of  the 
High  School  of  Bristol,  Tenn.,  1867-68,  serving  the  Second 
Church  of  Bristol  as  stated  supply  during  this  time.  In  1868 
he  was  called  to  the  presidency  of  King  College,  Tenn.,  over 
which  institution  he  presided  until  1885,  when  he  was  invited 
to  occupy  the  chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Columbia,  S.  C.  This  he  did  with  eminent  useful- 
ness until  1898,  when  by  reason  of  the  “ age  rule  ” he  withdrew 
from  the  Seminary  and  returned  to  Tennessee,  residing  in 
Bristol  until  his  death  there,  August  26,  1899,  of  a complication 
of  diseases,  having  just  entered  upon  the  75th  year  of  his  age. 
His  body  was  interred  at  Bristol.  He  received  the  degree  of 
D.D.  from  Hampton  Sidney  College  in  1876,  and  that  of  LL.D. 
from  King  College.  He  published  a number  of  sermons  and 
inaugural  addresses. 

Dr.  Tadlock  was  married  August  8,  1850,  in  Washington, 
County,  Tenn.,  to  Miss  Susan  Kelsey  McLin,  who  died  Septem- 
ber 21,  1875.  Three  sons  and  three  daughters  survive  him. 


ROBERT  BROWN  FORESMAN, 

Son  of  Robert  Jacob  and  Sarah  (McCormick)  Foresman,  was 
born  November  9,  1822,  in  White  Deer  Valley,  Pa.  He  united 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Washington,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of 
eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Mifflin- 
burg  Academy,  Pa.,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College  in 
1848.  He  then  spent  a year  in  teaching,  being  principal  of  the 
Classical  Academy  in  Belvidere,  N.  J.  He  entered  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  in  1849,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course 
there  and  graduating  in  1852.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Northumberland  June  13,  1852,  and  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Newton  May  30,  1854,  being  at  the  same  time  in- 
stalled pastor  of  the  church  at  Lower  Mt.  Bethel,  Pa.  Previous  to 
his  ordination  he  had  served  the  church  of  Middleport,  Pa.,  as 
stated  supply  from  July,  1852,  to  April,  1854.  His  relation  to 
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the  Lower  Mt.  Bethel  Church  was  dissolved  December  17,  1872. 
During  this  jiastorate  he  was,  from  June,  1870,  to  .January, 
1872,  stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Bangor,  Pa.,  giving  its  peo- 
ple an  afternoon  service  each  alternate  Sunda}'.  His  only  other 
pastorate  was  over  the  Yellow  Frame  Church,  N.  J.,  from  May 
15,  1873,  to  December  2,  1889,  with  his  residence  at  Johnson- 
burg,  N.  J.  After  closing  his  labors  with  the  Yellow  Frame 
Church  he  retired  from  the  active  work  of  the  ministry,  residing 
at  Phillipsburg,  N.  J.,  until  August,  1890,  and  thereafter  at  Chi- 
cago. He  died  at  Englewood,  111.,  August  18,  1899,  of  blood 
poisoning,  in  the  77th  3’ear  of  liis  age. 

He  was  married  September  16,  1852,  in  Greenwich,  N.  J., 
to  Miss  Elizabeth  Reily,  who  died  September  19,  1892.  Three 
sons  and  three  daughters  survive  him. 


JOHN  HENEY  PEATT,  D.D., 

Son  of  David  and  Julia  (Perkins)  Pratt,  was  born  June  10,  1822, 
at  Athens,  O.  He  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Athens  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  pre2iaratory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  Athens  under  the  Rev.  Wells  Andrews  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Robert  G.  Wilson,  and  he  graduated  from  the  Ohio  University 
in  1842.  During  the  following  eight  years  he  was  engaged 
mainly  in  teaching,  being  for  three  and  a half  years  princijial  of 
the  Classical  Academy  at  Gallipolis,  O.,  and  teaching  also  in 
Rushville,  Iowa,  and  Athens,  0.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1850,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course  there  and 
graduating  in  1853.  He  w^as  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick,  October  6,  1852,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Hocking  at  Hebardsville,  0.,  February  14,  1856.  He  engaged 
in  missionary  work  in  connection  with  the  West  Spring  Garden 
Church  in  Philadelphia  during  1853  and  1854.  In  1855  he 
became  stated  sujjply  for  the  church  at  Athens,  0.,  and  was  in- 
stalled its  pastor  June  18,  1856.  This  relation  w'as  dissolved 
February  25,  1868.  In  March  of  the  latter  year  he  was  called  to 
the  pastorate  of  the  church  at  Marion,  0.,  but  jireferring  not  to 
be  installed,  he  served  it  as  pastor-elect  until  the  close  of  1871, 
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when  on  account  of  continued  ill  health  he  was  obliged  to  lay 
aside  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  He  resided  after  this  in 
Allentown,  N.  J.,  from  1871  to  1891,  and  thereafter  in  Philadel- 
phia until  his  death,  which  occurred  October  11,  1899,  in  Phila- 
delphia, of  old  age,  in  his  78th  year.  He  was  buried  at  Allen- 
town, N.  J.  For  many  years  he  was  the  stated  clerk  of  the 
Presbytery  at  Hocking.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from 
Wooster  University  in  1887.  Dr.  Pratt  was  for  a time  superin- 
tendent of  public  schools  in  Athens,  0.  He  was  appointed  by 
Gov.  Dennison  of  Ohio  in  July,  1860,  chajrlain  of  the  Third 
Brigade,  Ohio  Volunteers. 

He  was  married  June  1,  1854,  at  Allentown,  N.  J.,  to  Miss 
Julia  Eliza  Perkins,  who  survives  him. 


FULLERTON  RECK  HARBAUGH, 

Son  of  Samuel  George  and  Catherine  (Bentz)  Harbaugh,  was 
born  April  22,  1829,  in  Middletown,  Md.  He  united  with  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  at  the  age  of 
twenty,  while  a student  in  the  college  there.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Newark  Academy,  Newark,  Del., 
and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1851.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  remained  two 
years.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick 
Ajiril  27,  1853,  and  ordained  by  the  same  October  26,  1853,  be- 
ing at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Red  Bank,  N.  J.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  October 
3,  1854,  having  accepted  a call  to  the  church  in  Burlington,  N. 
J.,  which  he  served  as  pastor  from  November  1,  1854,  to  Sep- 
tember 28,  1858.  His  further  pastorates  were  over  the  church 
at  Hackettstown,  N.  J.,  from  November  16,  1858,  to  October  1, 
1861 ; over  the  Sixth  Church  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  from  October 
14,  1861,  to  October  4,  1869;  over  the  First  Church  of  Belvidere, 
N.  J.,  from  December  4,  1872,  to  February  19,  1874,  and  over 
the  church  at  Red  Bank,  N.  J.,  from  May  20,  1874,  to  April  13, 
1897.  At  this  time  advancing  years  and  failing  health  com- 
pelled him  to  cease  from  the  active  work  of  the  ministry.  He 
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continued  residing  in  Red  Bank  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
there  February  22,  1900,  of  heart  disease,  in  the  71st  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  in  Fairview  Cemetery,  near  Red  Bank. 

He  was  married  May  30,  1853,  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  to  Mrs. 
Ellen  Burrows  (Potts)  Vandegrift,  who  died  July  18,  1882. 
One  daughter  survives  him. 


WILLIAM  ANDREW  HARRISON  D.D., 

Son  of  William  Henry  and  Ann  Jane  (Magoffin)  Harrison,  was 
horn  Dec.  4,  1824,  at  Harrodsburg,  Ky.  He  united  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Harrodsburg  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  Harrodsburg  and  Russell- 
ville, Ky.,  and  he  graduated  from  Bacon  College,  Harrodsburg, 
in  1848.  He  then  spent  two  years  in  the  New  Albany  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  (now  McCormick),  and  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1851,  taking  the  senior  year  there  an  graduating  in 
1852.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Transylvania  in 
April,  1853,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Nashville  in 
April,  1854.  In  July,  1853,  he  began  serving  the  Shiloh 
Church  at  Gallatin,  Tenn.,  and  w'as  installed  its  pastor  at  the 
time  of  his  ordination,  and  this  relation  continued  until 
November  7,  1859.  In  the  same  year  he  began  serving 
the  First  Church  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  being  installed  its 
pastor,  March  26,  1860.  He  was  released  from  this  charge 
in  February,  1864.  During  the  war  he  was  commissioned 
b}^  the  Southern  General  Assemlily  to  the  army  of  the  Trans- 
Mississipi  Department,  C.  S.  A.,  being  thus  engaged  until  the 
close  of  the  war,  when  he  received  a call  to  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Henderson,  Ky.,  over  w’hich  he  was  installed 
October  19,  1867,  and  from  wffiich  he  was  released  Aijril  20, 1871. 
His  other  pastorates  were  at  Harrodsburg,  Ky.,  from  September 
16,  1871,  to  April  14,  1875,  and  over  the  Third  Church  of 
Knoxville,  Tenn.,  from  November,  1875,  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  March,  27,  1900,  at  Knoxville,  of  congestion  of  the 
brain,  after  a lingering  illness,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Gray  Cemetery,  Knoxville.  He  received  the 
degree  of  D.D.  from  the  University  of  Tennessee  in  1878. 
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Dr.  Harrison  was  twice  married:  (1)  Sejitember  1'2,  1855, 
at  Gallatin,  Tenn.,  to  Miss  Annie  Eliza  Tomkins,  who  died  in 
November,  1878;  (2)  June  24,  1880,  in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  to 
Miss  Martha  Elizabeth  Jackson,  who  survives  him  with  one 
daughter  by  his  first  wife  and  one  son  and  one  daughter  by  his 
second. 


JOSEPH  BE3GS,  D.D.,  LL.D  , 

Son  of  William  and  Isabella  (Hayes)  Beggs,  was  born  Septem- 
ber 15,  1830,  near  Dungannon,  County  Tyrone,  Ireland.  He 
united  with  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Dungannon  at 
the  age  of  sixteen.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies  in  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Blakey’s  Academy,  Monaghan,  Ireland,  and  entered 
Belfast  College  in  1848,  remaining  a year  in  that  institution. 
After  this  he  came  to  America  and  graduated  from  Lafayette 
College  in  1851,  being  the  valedictorian  of  his  class.  He  spent 
the  following  year  in  teaching  in  the  Classical  Academy  at 
Tyrone,  Pa.  • Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1852,  he 
took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1855.  He 
was  licensed  by  the  Second  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  April 
20,  1854,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  May  17,  1855, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  Rox- 
borough.  Pa.,  from  which  he  was  released  April  22,  1868. 
While  serving  this  charge  he  began  a mission  at  the  Palls  of  the 
Schuylkill.  On  November  7,  1856,  this  was  organized  into  a 
church;  on  April  28, 1859,  he  was  installed  its  pastor  and  served 
this  church  in  connection  with  Roxborough  until  released  from 
the  latter.  He  had  no  other  charge.  From  this  he  was  released, 
April  29,  1894,  on  account  of  the  infirmities  of  advancing  years, 
and  was  made  -pastor  emeritus,  having  been  its  pastor  thirty-five 
years.  He  resided  after  this  in  Germantown,  Philadelphia,  and 
died  there,  April  14,  1899,  of  paralysis,  in  the  69th  year  of  his 
age.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Lafayette  College  in 
1882,  and  that  of  LL.D.  from  Washington  College,  Tenn.,  in 
1893.  Dr.  Beggs  was  elected  stated  clerk  of  the  Second  Presby- 
tery of  Philadelphia  (Old  School)  in  1869.  At  the  first  meeting 
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of  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  North,  June  23,  1870,  formed 
by  the  above  and  a part  of  the  Fourth  Presbytery  of  Philadel- 
])hia  (New  School),  as  a result  of  the  Reunion,  he  was  made 
stated  clerk  of  the  consolidated  Presbytery.  He  resigned  April 
22,1891.  He  was  a delegate  to  the  Irish  General  Assembly  in 
1873.  He  was  buried  in  the  Mt.  Vernon  Cemetery,  Phila- 
delphia. 

Dr.  Beggs  was  married  May  27,  1857,  in  Princeton,  N.  J.,  to 
Miss  Mary  Jane  Joline,  who  survives  him. 


SIDNEY  &IBBS  LAW, 

Son  of  Henry  and  Maria  (Savage)  Law,  was  born  January  3, 
1831,  in  Wilmington,  N.  C.  He  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Wilmington  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  at  the  Odd  Fellows  School  of  Wilmington, 
and  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  0.  Stedman,  and  he  graduated 
from  Princeton  University  in  1852.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1855.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Raritan,  October  4,  1854.  During  the  years  1856  and  1857 
he  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Osage,  Iowa.  He  was 
ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Long  Island,  October  21,  1858, 
and  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Vernon  Valley 
(Fresh  Pond)  Church,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.,  which  he  had  served  as  stated 
supply  since  April  of  the  same  year.  This  relation  was  dis- 
solved May  8,  1872.  He  then  supplied  the  Congregational 
Church,  at  Redding,  Conn.,  from  April,  1872,  to  April,  1878. 
From  October,  1879,  until  his  death  he  was  missionary  chaplain 
of  the  New  V'ork  City  Prison  (‘‘  The  Tombs  ”),  residing  succes- 
sively in  New  York  City,  Chatham,  N.  J.,  West  New  Brighton, 
Staten  Island,  and  Brooklyn,  to  which  last  place  he  moved  in 
August,  1898.  On  June  1,  1899,  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis, 
and  died  as  a result  of  this  stroke  July  19,  1899,  in  Brooklyn, 
in  the  69th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Chatham,  N.  J. 
Mr.  Law  published  in  1888  “ Bionopsis,  a True  Vision  of  Life,” 
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an  epic  poem,  beside  occasional  sermons  and  poems  in  the 
papers. 

He  was  married  October  27,  1859,  at  Wolcottville  (now 
Torrington),  Conn.,  to  Miss  Mary  Ellen  Barbee,  who  with  one 
son  and  five  daughters  survives  him. 


CHARLES  HOWARD  MALCOM,  D.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Howard  and  Lydia  Morris  (Shields)  Mal- 
com,  was  born  November  15,  1831,  in  Boston,  Mass.  He  united 
with  the  Baptist  Church  of  Georgetown,  Ky.,  at  the  age  of  thir- 
teen. His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Georgetown 
Academy.  B.  T.  Blewitt,  principal.  He  entered  the  Georgetown 
College  and  spent  his  freshman  and  sophomore  years  there,  and 
then  went  to  Brown  University  for  his  junior  year.  Thence  he 
went  to  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  finishing  his  collegiate 
studies  there  in  1852.  He  received  the  degree  of  A.B.  from 
the  Lewisburgh  University  (now  Bucknell),  Pa.,  of  which 
his  father  was  then  president,  August  15,  1855.  He  entered 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1852,  taking  the  full  three 
years’  course  there  and  graduating  in  April,  1855.  During 
the  second  year  of  his  Seminary  course  he  was  licensed  by 
the  Baptist  Church  in  Princeton.  His  Seminary  vacations 
were  spent,  the  first  in  ameliorating  the  sufferings  of  the  poor 
during  an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  at  the  Five  Points  Mission, 
New  York  City,  the  other  in  mission  work  in  the  Adirondacks, 
N.  Y.  He  was  ordained  by  a Baptist  Council  in  Philadelphia 
November  19,  1855,  and  served  the  following  Baptist  Churches 
as  pastor:  First  Church,  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  1855-56;  Second 
Church,  Newport,  R.  I.,  1856-76.  In  1876  he  became  Secretary 
of  the  American  Peace  Society,  representing  it  in  the  Interna- 
tional Peace  Congress  in  Antwerp.  He  was  confirmed  a mem- 
ber of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  June  8,  1879,  and 
ordained  a deacon  in  that  Church  December  17  of  the  same 
year,  and  was  ordained  a priest  by  Bishop  Clarke,  of  Rhode 
Island,  December  14, 1881.  He  concluded  his  services  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  American  Peace  Society  in  1880,  having  had  his 
residence  during  his  connection  with  it  in  Boston.  His  next 
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work  was  in  connection  with  the  American  Church  Building 
Fund  Commission,  of  which  he  was  the  first  secretary,  and 
which  he  served  for  fourteen  years.  During  part  of  this  time, 
from  1887  to  1894,  he  was  the  rector  of  St.  Luke’s  P.  E.  Church, 
of  Roselle,  N.  J.,  with  his  residence  at  Roselle.  In  1894  he  was 
called  to  the  chair  of  Literature  and  Rhetoric  in  St.  Stephen’s 
College,  Annandale-on-the-Hudson,  and  occupied  this  chair  for 
four  years.  He  resided  during  the  last  years  of  his  life  in 
Newport,  R.  I.,  and  died  there  August  19,  1899,  of  kidney  and 
bladder  disorders,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
at  Newport.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Bates  Col- 
lege, Maine,  in  1872.  He  published  “Triune  Education,”  1856; 
“ Life  of  George  Fox,”  1872 ; “Toleration  Concerning  Commu- 
nion,” and  other  pamphlets. 

He  was  married  February  5,  1857,  in  Springfield,  Mass., 
to  Miss  Margarette  ^lackay,  who  with  two  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters survives  him. 

JAMES  HUTCHINSON  CLAEK, 

Son  of  James  and  Margaret  (McIntyre)  Clark,  was  born  July 
12, 1832,  in  Reading,  0.  He  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Reading  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  Covington,  Ky.,  and  he  graduated  from  Miami  Uni- 
versity in  1853.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same 
year,  he  remained  less  than  a year.  He  spent  the  second  year 
of  his  theological  course,  1854-55,  in  the  Danville  Theological 
Seminary,  then  studied  privately  a year,  and  completed  his 
course  at  Danville  in  1857.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Cincinnati  April  6,  1855,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presby- 
tery August  14,  1857,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of 
the  churches  of  Somerset  and  Pisgah,  O.  This  relation  was  dis- 
solved October  15,  1858.  After  this  he  was  stated  supply  at 
New  Jersey,  0.,  from  November,  1858,  to  November,  1861 ; was 
agent  for  the  Western  Seamen’s  Friend  Society  from  the  latter 
date  until  April,  1862 ; was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at 
Council  Bluff's.  Iowa,  from  December  1,  1862,  until  installed  as 
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its  pastor  June  1,  1863,  being  released  May  16,  1866.  At  this 
time  ill  health  interrupted  his  labprs  and  he  resided  for  a year 
at  Acton,  Ind.,  and  then  for  two  years,  1867-69,  at  St.  Louis, 
Mo.  Resuming  ministerial  work,  he  was  stated  supply  at  Wash- 
ington, Mo.,  from  February  15,  1869,  to  June  1,  1870;  at  War- 
rensburg.  Mo.,  from  June,  1870,  to  June,  1872;  statistical  secre- 
tary of  the  Missouri  State  S.  S.  Convention  during  the  year  fol- 
lowing; stated  supply  at  Olathe,  Kas.,  from  June,  1873,  until 
October,  1874;  pastor-elect  of  the  First  Church,  Emporia,  Kas., 
from  November  15,  1874,  until  installed  its  pastor  May  9,  1875, 
being  released  April  10,  1879  ; accepting  a call  to  the  church  at 
Newton,  Kas.,  he  was  installed  over  it  July  1,  1879,  and  released 
April  12,  1882.  For  the  next  six  months  he  supplied  the 
church  at  Riverside,  Cal.,  and  then  from  October,  1882,  until 
January,  1886,  the  church  at  Santa  Ana,  Cal.  Ill  health  again 
interrupted  his  labors  and  he  resided  for  the  next  six  years 
without  charge  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  His  later  ministerial  work, 
done  in  spite  of  much  physical  weakness,  was  as  stated  supply  at 
Mound  Valley,  Kas.,  from  October,  1891,  to  October,  1892;  at 
Madison,  O.,  from  February  to  August,  1893 ; at  Winchester,  0., 
from  1893  to  1895 ; pastor  of  the  church  at  Camden,  O.,  from  Octo- 
ber 1, 1895,  to  April  13, 1897,  and  finally  as  supply  of  the  church  at 
Cripple  Creek,  Col.,  which  he  organized,  from  November,  1898, 
to  April,  1899.  After  this  he  resided  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and 
died  there  March  31,  1900,  of  pneumonia,  after  only  four  days’ 
illness,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Pleasant 
Ridge,  O. 

Mr.  Clark  was  married  September  21,  1858,  at  Pleasant 
Ridge,  0.,  to  Miss  Jennie  Vandyke,  who  with  one  son  and  one 
daughter  survives  him. 


WILLIAM  BENNET  SCAEBOBOUGH, 

Son  of  Joseph  Jackson  and  Ann  (Sharnp)  Scarborough,  was 
born  February  25,  1825,  near  Lambertville,  N.  J.,  ivhere  the 
town  of  Stockton  now  stands.  He  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Milford,  N.  J..  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  prepara- 
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tory  studies  were  pursued  under  the  Rev.  W.  I.  Brugh,  pastor 
of  the  Ben  Salem  Church,  near  Bristol,  Pa.,  and  he  graduated 
from  Princeton  University  in  1853.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1856,  and  then  continued  his  studies  a year 
longer  as  a graduate  student.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Second 
Presbyter}^  of  Philadelphia  April  16,  1856,  and  was  ordained  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Baltimore  May  22,  1857,  being  at  the  same 
time  installed  pastor  of  the  churches  of  Taney toAvn  and  New 
Windsor,  Md.,  which  he  had  been  serving  as  stated  supply  for 
a year.  He  was  released  from  these  charges  December  9,  1868. 
He  was  pastor  of  the  Madison  Church,  Adams  INIills,  0.,  from 
June  7,  1870,  to  April  10,  1872;  of  the  Linton  and  Evans  Creek 
Churches,  O.,  from  November,  1872,  to  April,  1880;  of  the  Ot- 
sego Church,  O.,  with  his  postoffice  address  at  Plainfield,  from 
October  13,  1881,  to  September  14,  1892.  This  was  his  last 
charge.  He  was  honorably  retired  from  the  active  duties  of  the 
ministry  April  12, 1893,  from  which  time  he  resided  near  Linton 
Mills,  0.,  until  his  death,  April  16,  1899,  near  Linton  Mills,  of 
cancer  of  the  stomach,  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  at  Linton  Mills. 

He  was  married  October  10,  1859,  near  Taneytown,  Md., 
to  Miss  Margaret  Birnie,  who  with  three  sons  survives  him. 


JOSEPH  SPENCER  KENNARD,  D.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  Hugg  and  Beulah  Elfreth  (Cox) 
Kennard,  was  born  September  24,  1833,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
At  the  age  of  thirteen  he  united  with  the  Tenth  Baptist  Church 
of  his  native  city.  He  was  prepared  for  college  in  the  Philadel- 
phia High  School  and  by  private  tutors,  being  the  valedictorian 
of  his  class  in  the  High  School.  He  graduated  from  Bucknell 
University  (then  Lewisburgh  College),  Pa.,  in  1852.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1854,  he  remained  there  two  years, 
when  ill  health  compelled  him  to  remit  his  studies  and  engage  in 
travel  for  a season.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  October  31, 1853, 
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in  the  Tenth  Baptist  Church  of  Philadelphia,  and  ordained, 
December  17,  1856,  by  a council  of  Baiitist  churches  in  Philadel- 
phia. For  six  months  in  1856  he  acted  as  agent  for  the  Ameri- 
can Sunday  School  Union  in  Canada.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Bridgeton,  N.  J.,  from  January  1857,  to 
September,  1859  ; of  the  E Street  Bajitist  Church,  Washington, 
D.  C.,  from  October  23,  1859,  to  May  13,  1862,  when  he  was 
called  to  the  newly  formed  Calvary  Church  of  the  same  city,  and 
served  it  three  months  as  supply,  but  declined  a permanent  set- 
tlement on  account  of  failing  health,  resulting  from  his  labors 
during  the  war.  His  other  pastorates  were  over  the  following 
Baptist  churches  ; Woburn,  Mass.,  from  October  31, 1862,  to  Dec- 
ember 15,  1865 ; Albany,  N.  Y.,  December  22,  1865,  to  April  2, 
1867 ; the  Tenth  Church,  Philadelphia,  succeeding  his  father, 
from  April  4,  1867,  to  November  1,  1871  ; the  Pilgrim  Church, 
New  A^ork  City,  from  November  8,  1871,  to  November  5,  1876; 
Grace  Church  in  the  same  city,  from  November  12,  1876,  to 
November  1,  1877,  having  founded  this  church ; the  Central 
Square  Church,  Boston,  Mass.,  from  April  2,  1878,  to  1882,  and 
the  Fourth  Church,  Chicago,  111.,  from  1882  to  1887.  He  resided 
in  Chicago,  doing  occasional  work  as  an  evangelist,  from  1887 
until  1895,  and  then  in  Pittsburg  from  this  latter  date  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  October  16,  1899,  in  Philadelphia,  where 
he  was  visiting,  after  an  illness  of  only  two  days,  of  inflamma- 
tion of  the  lungs  and  angina  pectoris,  in  the  67th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  in  the  West  Laurel  Hill  cemetery,  Philadelphia. 
He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Colgate  University  in  1880. 
Dr.  Kennard  published  “ Joseph  H.  Kennard,-”  a memorial  to 
his  father,  in  1868,  and  had  just  completed  the  writing  of  a work 
to  be  entitled  “ Psychic  Force  in  the  Pulpit,”  before  his  sudden 
end.  He  also  published  several  sermons  and  numerous  articles 
for  the  Homiletic  Review  and  for  the  religious  press. 

He  was  married  May  11,  1858,  at  Bridgeton,  N.  J.,  to  Miss 
Nancy  Read  Jeffers,  who  with  four  sons  and  four  daughters  sur- 
vives him. 
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WILLIAM  ELLISON  WESTERVELT, 

Son  of  Peter  Abrahani  and  Catharine  Jeroleman  (Burkhans) 
Westervelt,  was  born  January  17,  1829,  in  Paterson,  N.  J.  He 
united  with  the  Reformed  Dutch  Presbyterian  Church  at  Johns- 
town, N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  His  preparatory  and 
classical  studies  were  pursued  in  Paterson,  N.  J.,  under  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Henderson  and  Phillips,  and  in  Johnstown,  N.  Y., 
with  his  brother,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Westervelt.  He  did  not  attend 
any  college.  Before  entering  the  Seminary  he  engaged  in  teach- 
ing for  three  years  in  Paterson,  N.  J.,  two  years  in  the  public 
schools  and  one  year  in  a private  school.  He  entered  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  in  1854,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course 
there  and  graduating  in  1857.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Passaic  April  22,  1857,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Newton  April  15,  1858,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pas- 
tor of  the  church  at  Bloomsbury,  N.  J.  Before  his  ordination 
he  had  labored  as  a home  missionary  for  six  months  in  Wind- 
ham, Conn.  He  was  released  from  the  Bloomsbury  Church 
July  2,  1861,  after  which  he  was  stated  supply  of  the  First 
Church,  Burlington,  Iowa,  from  September,  1861,  to  April,  1864. 
For  two  months  after  this  he  was  chaplain  of  the  U.  S.  Christian 
Commission.  Poor  health  at  this  time  prevented  his  engaging 
in  any  settled  work  for  a little  more  than  a year.  He  was  pas- 
tor of  the  church  at  South  Amboy,  N.  J.,  from  November  8, 
1865,  to  June  22,  1870;  of  the  church  at  New  Hamburgh,  N.  Y., 
from  October  13,  1870,  to  October  19,  1876 ; stated  supply  at 
Millerton,  N.  Y.,  from  April,  1877,  to  April,  1880.  During  the 
summer  and  autumn  of  this  latter  year  he  worked  in  the  U.  S. 
Census  Department  in  New  York  City.  His  next  pastorate  was 
over  the  Roxborough  Church,  Philadelphia,  from  November  30, 
1881,  to  October  5,  1886.  From  1886  to  1887  he  labored  as  sup- 
ply in  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  North,  and  then  for  two 
years  was  stated  supply  of  the  Elm  Avenue  Mission,  Philadel- 
phia. He  supplied  the  West  Park  Church,  Philadelphia, 
for  three  months  during  the  spring  of  1890,  and  the  Bridge 
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Street  Church,  Catasauqua,  Pa.,  for  three  months  during  the  sum- 
mer of  the  same  year.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Wind- 
ham, N.  H.,  from  December  23,  1890,  to  April  21,  1896,  and 
stated  supiily  of  the  church  at  Norwood,  N.  J.,  from  November 
1,  1896,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  March  10,  1900,  at  Nor- 
wood, of  heart  disease,  in  the  72d  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  in  the  Laurel  Grove  Cemetery,  Paterson,  N.  J.  Mr. 
Westervelt  was  at  one  time  moderator  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Jersey  City.  He  published  a “ History  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  New  Hamburgh,”  1877,  besides  several  sermons  and 
addresses. 

He  was  twice  married:  (1)  August  26,  1857, in  Morristown, 
N.  J.,  to  Mrs.  Martha  Ann  (Sanders)  Dayton,  who  died  Novem- 
ber 18,  1866;  (2)  December  17, 1867,  in  Princeton,  N.  J.,  to  Miss 
Emmeline  Lane  Jeroleman,  who  survives  him,  with  one  daughter 
by  his  first  wife. 


WILLIAM  LELYARD  ROSSER, 

Son  of  David  and  Harriet  (Caldwell)  Rosser,  was  born  Novem- 
ber 29,  1836,  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  He  united  with  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Nashville  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  Nashville  under  Prof. 
Nathaniel  Cross,  and  he  entered  the  University  of  Nashville  in 
the  class  of  1855,  eaving  at  the  end  of  his  junior  year  to 
engage  in  the  wholesale  hardware  business,  with  Lounds, 
Orgill  & Co.,  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  in  which  he  continued  for  two 
years.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1856,  taking 
the  full  three  years’  course  and  graduating  in  1859.  He  was 
ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Memphis,  May  20, 
1859,  and  then  was  stated  supply  of  the  Mt.  Vernon' Church, 
Tenn.,  from  October  1, 1859,  to  October  29, 1861,  when  he  entered 
the  Confederate  army  as  adjutant  of  cavalry,  serving  in  that 
capacity  until  October  of  the  year  following.  During  1863  he 
was  engaged  in  special  service  in  the  Southern  army,  and  was 
chaplain  in  the  same  from  1864  until  the  conclusion  of  the  war. 
He  was  stated  supply  at  Franklin,  Tenn.,  from  July  1,  1865,

until  his  installation  as  its  pastor,  April  8,  1866,  being  released 
from  this  charge  December  31,  1869.  He  next  supplied  the 
churches  of  Lewisburg  and  Cornersville,  Tenn.,  from  July  1, 
1870,  to  December  31,  1871,  when  he  was  called  to  the  Hall 
Church,  Walter  Hill,  Tenn.,  over  which  he  was  installed  May 
25,  1872.  This  relation  was  dissolved  December  31,  1879. 
During  this  pastorate  he  supplied  also  the  churches  of  Hope- 
well  and  Stone  River,  and  later  until  November,  1881,  and  in 
connection  with  the  latter,  the  Mt.  Vernon  and  Spring  Creek 
Churches  from  January,  1880,  until  November,  1881.  At  this 
time  he  was  called  to  the  Second  Edgefield  Church,  Nashville, 
and  served  it  as  pastor  elect  until  his  installation.  May  14,  1882. 
Having  been  called  a second  time  to  the  Hall  Church,  he  was 
released  from  Edgehill,  July  31,  1883,  and  installed  over  the 
Hall  Church,  September  28  of  the  same  year,  and  released 
July  31,  1886.  In  conjunction  with  this,  he  was  jiastor  also  at 
Smyrna  from  September  20,  1883,  to  December  31,  1887.  He 
supplied  the  Decherd  Church,  Tenn.,  from  August,  1887,  to 
July,  1891 ; Mt.  Vernon,  a second  time,  from  August,  1886, 
to  August,  1894;  Spring  Creek,  a second  time,  from  August, 
1887,  until  August,  1894;  Woodbury,  1891-94,  and  Cripple 
Creek,  1893-94.  His  residence  during  these  overlapping  charges 
Was  in  Walter  Hill.  In  the  fall  of  1894  he  became  pastor  of 
Hendersonville  and  Madison  churches,  serving  the  former  until 
the  fall  of  1898,  when  he  became  stated  supply  of  the  Hermit- 
age Church,  serving  it  in  connection  with  the  Madison  Church 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  August  30,  1899,  in  Madison, 
Tenn.,  of  congestion  of  the  stomach,  after  a brief  illness,  in  the 
63d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Springhill  Ceme- 
tery, Madison.  It  will  be  seen  that  his  entire  ministerial  activity 
was  spent  in  Tennessee. 

Mr.  Rosser  was  twice  married:  (1)  June  14,  1866,  in  Frank- 
lin, Tenn.,  to  Miss  Sara  Florence  McEwen,  who  died  May  13, 
1867 ; (2)  July  6,  1869,  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  to  Miss  Ruth  Jones, 
who  survives  him,  with  one  daughter  by  his  first  wife  and  three 
by  his  second. 
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JOHN  SINCLAIR  ROBERTS. 

Son  of  Charles  and  Emma  Chamberlain  (Sinclair)  Roberts,  was 
born  July  25,  1838,  in  New  York  City.  He  united  with  the 
Rutgers  Presbyterian  Churcb,  New  York,  at  the  age  of  nineteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Thirteenth  Street 
Ward  School  in  New  York  City,  and  he  graduated  from  the 
College  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  1857.  After  his  graduation 
he  spent  a year  in  teaching  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  in  tract  distri- 
bution in  New  York  City.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton 
in  1858,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in 
1861.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  York,  April 
25,  1861,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  tbe  same  June  16tb  of 
the  same  year,  that  he  might  enter  upon  his  chosen  work  as  a 
foreign  missionary.  He  sailed  from  New  York,  October  26, 
1861,  for  Ningpo,  China,  remaining  at  Ningpo  until  May  of  the 
following  year.  He  then  became  pastor  of  the  First  Church  at 
Shanghai,  and  continued  such  until  February,  1865,  when  he 
returned  suddenly  to  America.  For  about  a year  thereafter  he 
assisted  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wells  of  Brooklyn.  During  the  year 
1866-67  he  was  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy  in 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  Pa. ; then  stated  supply  at 
Bellefonte,  Pa.,  1867-68  ; stated  supply  at  Glen  Cove,  L.  I.,  N.  Y., 
1868-69 ; engaged  in  teaching  in  Bellefonte,  Pa.,  from  1870  to 
1874,  when  he  returned  to  China,  resuming  his  missionary 
labors  in  Shanghai  until  1878,  when  his  health  compelled  him 
to  come  back  to  America.  He  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  in  the 
New  Jersey  State  Hospital  at  Morris  Plains,  where  he  died, 
February  20,  1900,  of  cerebral  hemorrhage,  in  the  62d  year  of 
his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Glen  Cove,  L.  I.,  N.  Y. 

He  was  married,  July  31,  1861,  in  Princeton,  N.  J.,  to  Miss 
Emma  Melinda  Hughes,  who  with  one  son  and  one  daughter 
survives  him. 


ROBERT  GAINES  ROSS. 

Son  of  Robert  Irwin  and. Sarah  (Remley)  Ross,  was  born  near 
the  Twenty  Mile  Stand,  Warren  Co.,  O.,  January  13,  1832. 
He  united  with  the  Somerset  Presbyterian  Cburch,  O.,  at  the 
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age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
Rev.  G.  M.  Hair’s  Academy,  Reading,  O.,  and  at  Franklin,  O., 
and  he  graduated  from  Hanover  College  in  1858.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1861.  He  was  licensed  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Madison  (0.  S.),  April  12,  1860,  and  ordained 
an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Bloomington  (0.  S.),  October 
18,  1863.  His  entire  ministerial  activity  was  spent  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  in  which  he  served  the  following  churches,  as  stated 
supply  in  every  case,  with  the  exception  of  a five  years’ pastorate 
over  the  Pisgah  Church  : the  Union  Grove  Church,  during  the 
winter  of  1861-62;  the  Salem  Church,  his  postoffice  address 
being  Mahomet,  from  May,  1862,  to  .January,  1866;  from  1863 
to  1866  he  gave  half  of  his  time  to  the  preceding  and  half  to 
the  -Jersey  Church  (N.  S.),  and  then  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the 
latter  until  1869 ; the  Moro  and  Bayless  churches  from  April, 
1869,  to  June,  1870 ; the  Bridgeport,  Pisgah  and  Union  churches, 
Avith  his  postoffice  address  at  Bridgeport,  from  1881  to  1888, 
being  pastor  of  the  Pisgah  Church  from  November  25,  1871,  to 
April  15,  1876;  the  Hersman  Church  from  1888-94.  After  this 
he  preached  frequently  as  a su^iply,  but  not  regularly,  except 
for  a few  months  in  Colorado.  He  Avas  four  times  a commis- 
sioner to  the  General  Assembly,  was  three  times  a delegate  to 
the  consolidated  Synod  of  Illinois,  and  Avas  moderator  of  the 
Presb3deries  of  Alton,  Bloomington,  Cairo  and  Mattoon.  He 
died  at  Lerna,  111.,  March  28,  1900,  of  iieritonitis,  after  only  five 
days’  illness,  in  the  69th  year  of  his  age.  He  Avas  buried  in  the 
cemetery  of  the  Pleasant  Prairie  Church,  near  Lerna. 

He  was  twice  married:  (1)  November  20, 1862, in  HanoA'er, 
Ind.,  to  Miss  Nancy  Ann  Eastman,  Avho  died  January  18,  1873; 
(2)  September  12,  1878,  near  Charleston,  111.,  to  Miss  Mary 
Ellen  McDonald,  who  died  February  3,  1894.  One  son  by  his 
first  wife,  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Ross,  survives  him. 


CHAELES  McEWAN  HYDE,  D.D., 

Son  of  Joseph  and  Catharine  Maria  (McEAven)  Hyde,  Avas  born 
June  8,  1832,  in  NeAv  York  City.  He  united  Avith  the  Broome 
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Street  Presbyterian  Church,  New  York,  at  the  age  of  sixteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  tlie  Collegiate  School, 
New  York,  William  Forest,  principal,  and  he  graduated  from 
Williams  College  in  1852,  being  the  valedictorian  of  his  class. 
The  next  year  was  spent  in  teaching  in  the  family  of  Hon.  John 
Stoddard,  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  the  year  following  in  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  New  York.  He  again  engaged  in  teach- 
ing, from  1854  to  1859,  in  Sheffield,  Mass.  Entering  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  the  latter  year,  he  took  the  last  year  of  his 
theological  course  there,  graduating  in  1860.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Berkshire  Congregational  Association,  April  15, 1856,  and 
ordained  by  a Congregational  Council  held  at  Brimfield,  Mass.? 
August  19,  1862,  being  at  the  same  titne  installed  pastor  of  the 
Brimfield  Congregational  Church.  He  was  released  from  this 
charge  May  31,  1870.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Centre  Congrega- 
tional Church,  Haverhill,  Mass.,  from  November  15,  1870,  to 
December  15, 1875.  In  1876,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Prudential 
Committee  of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign 
Missions,  he  went  to  Honolulu  to  become  the  head  of  the  North 
Pacific  Missionary  Institute,  and  to  act  as  counselor  of  the 
churches  that  had  grown  up  as  the  result  of  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Board,  which  had  withdrawn  its  control  of  the 
Hawaiian  Mission  in  1863.  He  thoroughly  identified  himself 
with  the  religious  life  of  the  islands,  promoting  the  growth  of 
the  native  churches  and  of  educational  institutions.  He  was 
one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Kamehameha  schools.  He  died  Octo- 
ber 13,  1899,  in  Honolulu,  after  a lingering  illness,  in  the  68th 
year  6f  his  age.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Williams 
College  in  1872.  Dr.  Hyde  was  prominent  in  the  political  affairs 
of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  the  annexation  movement,  his 
name  even  being  mentioned  for  the  presidency  of  the  islands. 
He  took  an  active  part  in  the  controversy  concerning  Father 
Damien  of  Molokai,  his  position  in  opposition  to  whom  called 
forth  a letter  from  Robert  Louis  Stevenson.  Dr.  Hyde  pub- 
lished a History  of  Brimfield,  Mass.,  and  in  connection  with 
Dr.  S.  C.  Bartlett  a History  of  Hawaiian  Missions.  He  was  a 
frequent  contributor  to  the  Congregalionalist.

GEORGE  ROGERS  HOWELL, 

Son  of  Charles  and  Mary  (Rogers)  Howell,  was  born  June  15, 
1833,  in  Southampton,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.  He  united  with  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Southampton  at  the  age  of  seventeen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Southampton 
Academy,  and  he  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1854.  He 
was  engaged  during  most  of  the  next  three  years  in  teaching. 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1861,  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1864.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Long  Island,  April  18,  1863,  but  was  never 
ordained.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Moscow,  N.  Y.,  from  May,  1864,  to  November,  1865.  The  next 
year  he  spent  in  Southampton,  L.  I.,  engaged  in  literary  work, 
and  the  year  following  in  teaching  in  Pottstown,  Pa.  Returning 
to  Southampton,  he  resided  there  during  the  years  1867-69. 
He  engaged  in  teaching  in  Lakeville,  Conn.,  1870-71,  and  in 
Mt.  Morris,  N.  Y.,  during  a part  of  1871.  From  1872  to  1893  he 
was  assistant  librarian  of  the  New  York  State  Library,  with  his 
residence  at  Albany.  After  this  he  held  the  iiositions  success- 
ively of  acting  librarian,  librarian  of  the  general  library,  and 
finally,  for  the  past  five  years,  state  archivist.  This  last  was  his 
official  title  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  April  5, 
1899,  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  66th  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  at  Mt.  Morris,  N.  Y.  He  received  the 
degree  of  A.M.  from  Yale  University  in  1885.  He  was  “ His- 
torian General  of  the  Order  of  Founders  and  Patriots.”  He  was 
quite  proficient  in  modern  languages,  reading  eight  or  ten  of 
these.  He  published  “ The  History  of  Southampton,  Long 
Island,”  1866,  of  which  a second  edition  was  issued  in  1887  ; 
the  “ Parsons  Family  Genealogy ; ” edited  the  “ Pierson  Gene- 
alogy ” and  the  “ Hale  Genealogy ; ” wrote  the  “ History  of 
Albany  County,  N.  Y.;  ” “ The  Howell  Family ; ” “ Noah’s  Log 
Book,”  beside  a number  of  pamphlets. 
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He  Avas  married  August  18,  1868,  at  Mt.  Morris,  N.  Y.,  to 
Miss  Mar}'  Seymour,  who  survives  him. 


SAMUEL  HENRY  KELLOGG,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  Price  (Henry)  Kellogg,  was  born  Sep- 
tember 6,  1839,  at  Quoque,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.  He  united  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Hampstead,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  thir- 
teen. His  preparation  for  college  was  made  at  home,  except  for 
six  months’  study  at  the  Haverstraw  Mountain  Institute,  N.  Y. 
He  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1861.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1864.  During  his  senior  year 
in  the  Seminary  he  was  tutor  of  mathematics  in  the  University. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Hudson,  April  21,  1863, 
and  ordained  as  an  evangelist  by  the  same  Presbytery,  April  20, 

1864,  that  he  might  enter  upon  his  chosen  work  as  a foreign 
missionary.  He  was  sent  to  India  by  the  Presbyterian  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions,  and  labored  at  Futtehguhr  from  .lune  20, 

1865,  to  April  1,  1871,  when  he  returned  to  America  for  six 
months  in  the  interests  of  the  work  of  the  Foreign  Board. 
Going  back  to  India  in  October,  1872,  he  was  stationed  at  Alla- 
habad until  April  15,  1876,  when  he  again  returned  to  the 
United  States.  In  this  latter  year  he  became  stated  supply  of 
the  Third  Church  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  Avas  installed  its  pastor, 
July  5,  1877.  This  relation  Avas  dissolved  October  2d  of  the 
same  year,  upon  his  acceptance  of  the  call  to  the  chair  of  Syste- 
matic Theology  in  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  Alle- 
gheny, Pa.  He  filled  this  chair  until  1886.  During  this  time 
he  supplied  the  East  Lil)erty  Church,  Pittsburgh,  from  1881  to 
1882,  and  the  First  Church  of  Pittsbiu'gh  from  1883  to  1885.  He 
Avas  pastor  of  the  St.  James  Square  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Toronto,  Canada,  from  May  20,  1886,  to  September  7,  1892.  He 
temporarily  occupied  the  chair  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament 
Exegesis  in  Knox  Divinity  College,  Toronto,  in  1892.  In  1893 
he  returned  once  more  to  India  to  engage  in  the  retranslation  of 
the  Old  Testament  from  the  HebreAv  into  Hindi,  under  the 
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authority  and  auspices  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
with  his  headquarters  at  Landour.  On  May  2,  1899,  he  fell 
from  his  bicycle  down  a slight  declivity  and  was  taken  up  dead, 
near  his  home  in  Landour.  He  died  in  the  60th  year  of  his 
age.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Princeton  University 
in  1877,  and  that  of  LL.D.  from  M'ooster  University  in  1892. 
Dr.  Kellogg  was  a member  of  the  American  Oriental  Society, 
of  the  International  Congress  of  Orientalists  at  Stockholm,  1889, 
and  of  the  same  at  London  in  1891.  He  delivered  the  Stone 
Lectures  in  Princeton  Seminary  in  1892.  He  published  a num- 
ber of  works,  among  them  the  following  : “ A Grammar  of  the 
Hindi  Language,”  1876,  an  enlarged  and  revised  edition  of 
which  appeared  in  1893;  “The  Jews:  or  Prophecy  and  Fulfil- 
ment,” 1883;  “From  Death  to  Resurrection,”  1885;  “The 
Light  of  Asia  and  the  Light  of  the  World,”  1885  ; “ The  Book 
of  Leviticus,”  in  the  Expositors’  Bible  series,  1891 ; “ The 
Genesis  and  Growth  of  Religion,”  1892,  being  the  Stone  Lectures 
delivered  at  Princeton  Seminary  that  year.  He  published  also 
a number  of  sermons  and  pamphlets. 

He  was  twice  married  : (1)  Ma}'-  3,  1864,  in  Montrose,  Pa., 
to  Miss  Antoinette  Whiting  Hartwell,  who  died  March  4,  1876; 
(2)  IMay  20,  1879,  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  to  Miss  Sara  Constance 
Macrum,  who  survives  him,  with  one  son  and  two  daughters  by 
his  first  wife  and  two  sons  and  two  daughters  by  his  second. 


SYLVANUS  SAYRE, 

Son  of  David  and  Hafmah  (Murphy)  Sayre,  was  born  April  30, 
1836,  in  Bridgeton,  N.  J.  He  united  with  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Bridgeton  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  Media,  Pa.,  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel 
Gayley,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1863 . 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the 
full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1866.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  Central,  April  2, 
1866,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  same.  May  7,  1866,  that 
he  might  take  up  his  chosen  work  in  the  foreign  mission  field 
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He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Union  Church,  Valparaiso,  Chili, 
1866-1867,  and  from  the  latter  date  until  1876  he  lal)ored  as  a 
missionaiy  in  Talca  and  Coi)ia])o,  Chili.  Returning  to  this 
country  he  engaged  in  evangelistic  work  in  Pennsylvania  from 
1877  to  1885,  and  then  as  a home  mi.s.sionary  at  Linkville,  Or., 
from  November,  1885,  until  June,  1887,  and  at  Oakland,  Or., 
from  the  latter  date  until  June,  1888.  His  last  service  was  as 
stated  supply  of  the  Clatsop  Plains  Church,  Or.,  from  1888  until 
his  death,  with  his  residence  at  Skipanon,  Or.,  until  1895,  and 
after  that  at  Warrenton,  Or.  He  died  a.t  Warren  ton,  February 
8,  1890,  of  valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  in  the  64th  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Clatsop  Plains 
Church. 

Mr.  Sayre  was  twice  married:  (1)  May  14,  1868,  at  San- 
tiago, Chili,  to  Miss  Maria  Emma  Laroze,  who  died  October  13, 
1871 ; (2)  May  24,  1880,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  Miss  Mary 
Catharine  Brown,  who  survives  him,  with  one  son  by  his  second 
wife  and  two  daughters  by  his  first. 


DAVID  CONWAY, 

Son  of  David  and  Nancy  (Martin)  Conwa}'',  was  born  INI  ay  29, 
1832,  at  Caw,  County  Londonderry,  Ireland.  He  united  with 
the  Second  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  V'ork  City 
at  the  age  of  twenty  six.  His  preparatory  studies  were  jiursued 
under  the  Rev.  Spencer  L.  Finney  in  New  VWrk  and  in  the 
Grammar  School  of  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
from  which  institution  he  graduated  with  the  degree  of  bachelor 
of  arts  in  1864.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same 
year,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in 
1867,  and  remaining  for  a fourth  year  as  a graduate  student. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  York,  April  31,  1868. 
From  December  4 of  that  year  until  September  1,  1871,  he 
served  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Andover,  N.  J.,  as  pastor 
elect.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Newton,  Novem- 
ber 21,  1871,  and  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church 
at  Asbury,  N.  J.,  continuing  in  this  pastorate  until  January  22, 
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1876.  For  a year  after  this  he  served  the  church  at  Groveland, 
N.  J.,  as  pastor  elect.  Having  been  called  to  the  church  at 
Snow  Hill,  Md.,  he  began  his  labors  there  in  September,  1877, 
and  was  installed  its  pastor  at  the  close  of  the  same  year.  This 
relation  was  dissolved  August  31,  1883.  His  next  pastorate  was 
over  the  church  at  Williamsburg,  Pa.,  from  September  11,  1883, 
to  December  13,  1889,  and  his  last  charge  was  a double  one, 
consisting  of  the  Mount  Joy  and  Donegal  churches.  Pa.,  from 
October  4,  1890,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  May  9,  1899,  in 
the  67th  year  of  his  age,  in  the  General  Hospital  of  Lancaster, 
Pa.,  as  the  result  of  injuries  received  from  being  throw4i  from 
his  carriage,  while  returning  from  his  Sunday  morning  service.

DANIEL  BULL  JACKSON, 

Son  of  William  Wickham  and  Catherine  (Thompson)  Jackson, 
was  born  March  6,  1840,  at  Newburgh,  N.  Y.  He  united  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Haniptonburg  at  the  age  of  eighteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Montgomery 
Academy,  N.  Y.,  and  he  graduated  from  Union  College,  Schenec- 
tady, in  1859.  The  next  five  years  were  spent  in  teaching  in 
a boys’  school  in  Cornwall,  N.  Y.,  and  in  Dr.  J.  G.  Lyon’s 
school  near  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1864,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course  there  and 
graduating  in  1867.  During  his  Seminary  course  he  spent  a 
few  months  in  connection  with  the  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission 
in  Virginia.  He  was  licensed,  April  18,  1866,  by  the  Presbytery 
of  New  Brunswick,  and  ordained  an  evangelist,  January  17, 1868, 
by  the  Presbytery  of  St.  Paul.  He  sipi plied  the  church  at  Em- 
metsburgh,  Va.,  during  the  summer  of  1866,  before  the  conclu- 
sion of  his  seminary  course.  He  labored  as  a home  missionary 
in  Meeker  and  Kandiyohi  counties,  Minn.,  from  August  1,  1867, 
to  April,  1872;  as  stated  supply  at  Lake  Crystal  and  Madelia, 
Minn.,  the  year  following,  and  was  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Black  River  Falls,  Wis.,  from  September,  1873,  to  November, 
1876.

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in  teaching  in  Black  River  Falls.  After  this  he  supplied  the 
following  churches;  North  Bend,  Wis.,  1877-79;  Janesville, 
Wis.,  1878-79,  engaging  also  in  teaching  in  Janesville;  the 
Congregational  church  at  Emerald  Grove,  Wis.,  as  pastor  elect, 
from  1880  to  1889.  During  the  next  year  he  labored  as  stated 
supply  and  Presbyterian  missionary  in  Bethany  Minn.,  and  then 
for  a year  was  principal  of  the  Janesville  Classical  Academy. 
From  1890  to  1891  he  supplied  Shakopee  and  Royalton  churches, 
Minn.  From  1892  until  his  death  he  was  assistant  superintend- 
ent of  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  of  Minneapolis,  with  his  resi- 
dence in  that  city.

THOMAS  DOBBIN, 

Son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Ann  (Jenkinson)  Dobbin,  was  born 
Mar'  1,  1840,  at  Armagh,  Ireland.  He  united  with  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Green  Island,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  seven- 
teen. His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  under  the  Rev. 
"W.  E.  Jones,  D.D.,  and  at  the  Geneseo  Academy,  N.  Y.,  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1865.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1868.  He  was  licensed  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Genesee  River,  April  30,  1867,  and  ordained 
by  the  same  Presbytery  at  Groveland  New  York,  October  28, 
1868.  His  first  pastorate  was  over  the  church  at  Groveland, 
over  Avhich  he  was  installed,  June  16,  1869,  and  from  which  he 
was  released  August  9,  1875.  He  next  served  the  church  at 
Morristown,  N.  Y.,  as  pastor  elect,  from  August,  1875,  to  August, 
1888.  His  third  and  only  other  pastorate  was  over  the  Upper 
Path  Valley  Church,  Pa.,  with  his  residence  at  Dry  Run,  Pa.,

JAMES  PRITCHARD, 

Son  of  Joseph  and  Jane  (Stewart)  Pritchard,  was  born  October 
20,  1838,  in  Cavan  Township,  Ontario,  Canada.  He  united  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Peterboro,  Canada,  at  the  age  of 
twenty.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  high 
schools  of  Toronto,  Peterboro  and  Weston,  Canada.  He  was  a 
teacher  in  the  common  schools  of  Canada  from  1856  to  1861. 
He  graduated  from  Knox  College,  Toronto,  in  1864,  and  then 
spent  two  years  in  its  Divinity  School.  Entering  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  in  1866,  he  took  his  senior  year  there,  graduating 
in  1867.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick, 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  U.  S.  A.,  April  18,  1867,  and 
ordained  by  the  Presl)yteiy  of  Kingston,  Canada,  October  27, 
1868,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Camden,  Canada.  This  relation  was  dissolved  February  1, 
1870.  His  further  ministry  was  sjient  in  Canada  as  pastor  of 
the  Knox,  Parkhill  and  McGilvary  churches,  from  February  9, 
1870,  to  April  3,  1872;  of  the  Wingham  Church  from  April  24, 
1872,  to  1876;  of  the  Bluevale  Church  from  April  24,  1872,  to 
April  3,  1878  ; of  the  Eadie  Church,  in  connection  with  Blue- 
vale  from  1876  to  1878 ; of  the  Manchester  and  Smith’s  Hill 
churches  from  1878  to  to  1886,  and  of  the  Forest  Church  from 
November  25,  1886,  to  May  28,  1898.  This  was  his  last 
pastorate.  He  resided  in  Goderich,  Canada,  from  September, 
1898,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Jan.  29,  1899,  in  Goderich, 
of  kidney  disease,  in  the  61st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
in  the  Beech  wood  Cemetery,  Forest,  Ontario,  Canada. 

Mr.  Pritchard  was  married  December  25,  1879,  near  Luck- 
now, Ontario,  to  Miss  Christina  McCrostie,  who  died  May  10, 
1897.  One  son  and  one  daughter  survive  him. 
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THOMAS  DOUaALL  BARCLAY, 

Son  of  James  and  Margaret  (Dougall)  Barclay,  was  born  June 
5,  1846,  at  York,  N.  Y.  He  united  with  the  United  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  Florida,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  pre- 
parator}^  studies  were  pursued  in  Geneseo  and  Johnstown,  N.  Y., 
and  he  graduated  from  Monmouth  College,  111.,  in  1867.  He 
had  entered  Union  College,  Schenectady,  and  spent  a short  time 
there  before  going  to  Monmouth.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1867,  he  spent  a year  there,  and  the  next  year, 
from  April,  1868,  to  July,  1869,  was  engaged  in  teaching  as  the 
principal  of  the  Windsor,  Academy,  N.  Y.  He  then  spent  a 
year  in  the  Yale  Divinity  School,  graduating  from  that  institu- 
tion with  the  degree  of  B.D.  in  1870.  He  was  licensed  to  preach 
by  the  New  Haven  West  Congregational  Association  in  the 
same  year,  and  was  ordained  by  a Congregational  Council  at 
Hamilton,  N.  Y.,  December  31,  1872.  From  August,  1870,  to 
July,  1872,  he  was  principal  of  the  Walton  Academy,  N.  Y'.  At 
the  time  of  his  ordination  he  was  inducted  as  acting  pastor  of 
the  Congregational  church  at  Hamilton,  N.  Y^.,  continuing  in 
this  charge  one  year.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Congregational 
church  at  Kent,  Conn.,  from  November  30,  1873,  to  May  U 
1879 ; princiiial  of  the  Kent  Seminary  from  August,  1879,  to 
July,  1883;  acting  pastor  of  the  Second  Congregational  Church 
of  Centrebrook,  Conn.,  from  1883  to  1887,  and  for  the  year  fol- 
lowing principal  of  the  Gilbertville  Academy,  N.  Y".  After  this 
he  resided  without  charge  in  Kent,  Conn.,  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  July  20,  1898,  at  Kent,  of  pneumonia,  in  the 
53d  year  of  his  age.

ALBERT  WELLS  HUBBARD, 

Son  of  Chauncey  Pomeroy  and  Mary  (Wells)  Hubbard,  was 
born  October  18,  1841,  in  Cameron,  N.  Y".  He  united  with 
the  Presbyterian  church  of  Hedgesville,  N.  Y".,  at  the  age  of 
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eighteen.  His  preiiaratory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Alfred 
University,  Allegany  County,  N.  Y.,  and  he  graduated  from 
Amherst  College  in  1867.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton 
the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  gradu- 
ating in  1870.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick,  February  2,  1870,  and  ordained  by  the  same  as  an 
evangelist,  April  22,  1870.  In  the  same  year  he  became  stated 
supply  at  the  Monaghan  Church,  Dillsbury,  Pa.,  and  was  in- 
stalled its  pastor,  October  26, 1871.  This  relation  was  dissolved 
September  25,  1872,  upon  his  own  request,  that  he  might  enter 
upon  the  work  of  foreign  missions.  For  about  a year  after  this 
he  supplied  the  Hedgesville  and  Elk  Creek  churches,  N.  Y.  In

WILLIAM  JOHNSTONE  HENDERSON, 

Son  of  Samuel  Clarke  and  Margaret  (Anthony)  Henderson,  was 
born  October  12,  1844,  near  Elder’s  Ridge,  Pa.  He  united  with 
the  Elder’s  Ridge  Presbyterian  church  at  the  age  of  twenty-two. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Elder’s  Ridge 
Academy,  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Donaldson.  He  entered  the  U.  S. 
Army,  .Tune  16,  1863,  and  was  discharged  in  February,  1864. 
He  reenlisted  in  June,  1864,  and  was  mustered  out  at  Rich- 
mond, June  26,  1865.  He  graduated  from  Princeton  University 
in  1870.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he 
took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1873.  He 
was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Elizabeth,  April  16,  1873,  and 
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ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  June  19,  1873,  being  at  the 
same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Clarksville,  N.  J.  This  relation  was  dissolved  June  25,  1874. 
He  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Middle  Octorara,  Pa.,  from  Octo- 
ber 9,  1874,  to  October  6,  1876,  when  ill-health  caused  him  to 
resign  his  charge.  His  next  pastorate  was  over  the  Lower  Val- 
ley Church,  with  his  residence  at  Califon,  N.  J.,  from  July  5, 
1877,  to  October  2,  1883.  After  this  he  was  pastor  of  the  Cream 
Ridge  and  Plumstead  Churches,  N.  J.,  from  November  15,  1883, 
to  June  23,  1885 ; stated  supply  of  the  Second  Church  of  Tren- 
ton, N.  J.,  from  August,  1885,  to  August,  1886 ; pastor  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  church  at  Annandale,  N.  J.,  from  April  27, 
1887,  to  December  31,  1890.  At  this  time  he  was  obliged  to 
discontinue  his  ministerial  activities  on  account  of  ill-health. 
He  moved  to  Glen  Gardner,  N.  J.,  and  engaged  in  business  as  a 
dealer  in  general  merchandise  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
suddenly.  May  22,  1899,  at  Glen  Gardner,  of  heart  disease,  in 
the  55th  year  of  his  age. 

Mr.  Henderson  ivas  married,  April  29,  1874,  at  Glen  Gard- 
ner, N.  J.,  to  Miss  Meta  Hunt,  who  with  one  son  survives  him. 


JOHN  McClellan  french, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  David  and  Elizabeth  (Ingles)  French,  was 
born  July  19,  1844,  in  Buffalo  Township,  Washington  County, 
Pa.  He  united  with  the  United  Presbyterian  church  of  Canons- 
burgh.  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three,  being  at  that  time  a 
junior  in  college.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  with  a 
private  tutor  and  in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Washing- 
ton and  Jefferson  College,  from  which  institution  he  graduated 
in  1868.  He  then  took  the  regular  three  years’  theological 
course  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  at 
Xenia,  O.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1871  as  a 
graduate  student,  he  remained  there  a year.  He  was  the  fifth 
son  of  his  father  to  enter  the  ministry.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Xenia  of  the  United  Presbyterian  church,  March 
28,  1871,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Rock  Island  of  the 
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same  Church,  June  27,  1872,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  United  Presbyterian  church  at  North  Henderson, 
111.,  which  he  had  served  as  pastor  elect  since  April  14  of  that 
year.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  October  20,  1875.  He 
served  after  this  the  following  United  Presbyterian  churches : 
pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Mercer,  Pa.,  from  November  23, 
1875,  to  June  15,  1880;  pastor  at  Cleveland,  O.,  from  April  12, 
1881,  to  March  4,  1889;  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Omaha, 
Neb.,  from  May  10,  1889,  to  April  11,  1893,  and  stated  supply  of 
the  First  Church  of  Oakland,  Cal.,  from  April,  1893,  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  December  4, 1899,  at  Oakland,  of  nervous 
prostration,  in  the  56th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Oak- 
land. He  published  a Historical  Sketch  of  the  First  United 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Mercer. 

He  was  married,  October  22,  1872,  in  Xenia,  0.,  to  Miss 
Mary  Frances  Wilson,  who  with  one  son  and  two  daughters 
survives  him. 


JAMES  FRANK  HAMILTON, 

Son  of  Robert  and  Mary  Eliza  (Jubottson)  Hamilton,  was  born 
May  31,  1847,  in  Brownsville,  0.  He  united  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Brownsville  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  pre- 
paratory studies  were  pursued  in  INIuskingum  College,  New 
Concord,  0.,  and  he  graduated  from  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity in  1871.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same 
year,  he  remained  one  year.  The  second  year  of  his  theological 
course  was  taken  in  the  Western  Theological  Seminary  at  Alle- 
gheny, Pa.,  but  he  returned  to  Princeton  for  the  third,  graduat- 
ing from  that  institution  in  1874.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Zanesville,  April  9,  1873,  and  ordained  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Ebenezer,  October  9,  1874,  being  at  the  same  time 
installed  pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Newport, 
Ky.

He  w'as  buried  at 
Redlands. 

He  was  married,  December  15,  1874,  at  Zanesville,  0.,  to 
Miss  Matilda  Calhoun  Hazlett,  who  with  two  daughters  survives 
him. 


JOHN  CAMPBELL  GILKERSON, 

Son  of  Thomas  and  Maria  Laird  (Hart)  Gilkerson,  was  born 
September  12,  1853,  in  Saltsburg,  Pa.  He  united  with  the 
Second  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Wilmington,  Pa.,  at 
the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Blairsville  Academy,  Pa.,  under  the  Rev.  David  Collins, 
D.D.,  and  he  graduated  from  Westminster  College,  Pa.,  in  1877. 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the 
full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1880.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Kittanning,  December  18,  1879, 
and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Fort  Dodge, 
April  29,  1881.  He  was  stated  suj^ply  of  the  Battle  Creek  and 
Mapleton  Churches,  Iowa,  from  1880  to  1882;  jiastor  of  the 
church  at  Calliope,  Iowa,  from  May  20,  1883,  to  September  9, 
1891;  stated  supply  at  Seward,  Neb.,  1891-92;  pastor  at  Milo, 
Iowa,  from  October  27,  1882,  to  March  17,  1896;  pastor  at  Fair- 
fax, Mo.,  from  June  28,  1896,  to  September  21,  1898,  and  stated 
supply  at  Churdon,  Iowa,  from  that  time  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  October  19,  1899,  at  Churdon,  of  typhoid  fever,  after 
an  iUness  of  four  weeks,  in  the  47th  year  of  his  age.

THOMAS  THOMPSON, 

Son  of  Daniel  and  Anne  (MacTavish)  Thompson,  was  born 
September  24,  1859,  in  Argyle,  Scotland.  He  united  with  the 
St.  Thomas  Presbyterian  Church,  Ontario,  Canada,  at  the  age  of 
nineteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  the  St. 
Thomas  and  the  Brandtford  Collegiate  Institutes,  Canada,  and 
he  graduated  from  Knox  College,  Toronto,  in  1884.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1887.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  AjDril  27,  1887,  and  ordained  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Fort  Dodge,  September  21  of  the  same  year. 
From  July  to  December,  1887,  he  supplied  the  church  at  Deni- 
son, Iowa.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Mansfield  Second  and  Beattys- 
town  churches,  N.  .1.,  from  May  2,  1883,  to  April  18,  1891 ; of 
the  Mountain  Top  and  Sugar  Notch  churches.  Pa.,  from  May 
25,  1891,  to  September  20,  1892,  and  of  the  church  at  Elmer, 
N.  .J.,  from  October  4, 1892,  to  January  25, 1898.  He  then  spent 
nearly  a year  in  travel  in  England  and  Scotland.  On  his 
return  to  America  he  was  called  to  the  chui’ch  at  Whitestone, 
L.  I.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  served  as  pastor  elect  from  June  28,  1899, 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  October  1,  1899,  in  the  Water 
Gap  Sanitarium,  Minsi,  Pa.,  of  rapid  consumjDtion,  following  an 
attack  of  the  grip,  one  week  after  the  completion  of  his  40th 
year.  He  was  buried  at  Elmer,  N.  J.

CHARLES  LOUIS  WHITE, 

Son  of  Robert  Cushing  and  Mary  Ann  (De  Witt)  White,  was 
born  Jan.  13,  1866,  at  Lattas,  0.  He  united  with  the  Concord 
Presbyterian  Church,  0.,  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  prepara- 
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tory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Academy  of  South  Salem,  0., 
and  he  graduated  from  the  West  Virginia  University  in  1891. 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the 
full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1894.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Parkersburg,  April  13,  1893,  and 
ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  October  1,  1894,  being  at  the 
same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Clarks- 
burg, W.  Va.  This  relation  was  dissolved  June  28,  1898.  A 
severe  attack  of  the  grip  developed  into  consumption,  of 
which  disease  he  died  Aug.  17, 1899,  at  Morgantown,  W.  Va.,  in 
the  34th  year  of  his  age.

Son  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Kingsbury  and  Elizabeth  (Van  Dyke), 
Wight,  was  born  September  8, 1861,  in  New  Hamburg,  N.  Y. 
He  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Hamburg  at  the 
age  of  nineteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  his 
native  town  and  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.  He  entered  Princeton 
University  in  the  class  of  1885,  but  on  account  of  insufficient 
preparation  his  health  gave  way  and  he  was  compelled  to  inter- 
rupt his  college  course,  and  for  seven  years  he  tried  in  every 
way  to  restore  his  health.  During  this  time  he  travelled  as  far 
as  Japan  and  took  two  or  three  shorter  voyages  before  the  mast. 
His  health  being  sufficiently  restored  he  returned  to  Princeton 
and  completed  his  undergraduate  course  in  the  college  there  in 
1892.  He  spent  the  next  year  in  the  Congregational  Theological 
Seminary  at  Chicago  111.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  1893,  taking  his  middle  and  senior  years  there  and  gradu- 
ating in  1895.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  North 
River,  April  17,  1894,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  same 
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Presbytery,  June  1,  1895,  having  devoted  himself  to  the  cause 
of  foreign  missions.  He  sailed  from  San  Francisco  in  Septem- 
ber of  the  same  year.  He  selected  Chinan-fu,  the  capital  of  the 
Shantung  jnovince,  as  his  field  of  labor.  He  died  July  13,  1899, 
in  Chinan-fu,  China,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  38th  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  married,  December  7,  1897,  in  Chefoo,  China,  to 
Miss  Ida  Jean  Eraerick,  who  with  one  daughter  survives  him. 


CLAEENCE  ELMER  WOODY, 

Son  of  James  and  Emily  (White)  Woody,  was  born  June  19, 
1867,  at  Thorntown,  Ind.  He  made  a public  profession  of  his 
faith  at  Hubbard,  Iowa,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  family 
were  connected  with  the  Society  of  Friends.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Ackworth  Academy,  Iowa,  and  he 
graduated  from  Penn  College,  Iowa,  a Quaker  institution,  in 
1892.  The  next  two  years  were  spent  in  teaching.  He  entered 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1894,  taking  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there  and  graduating  in  1897.  In  the  fall  of  1897  he 
received  a temporary  license  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Pueblo,  from  that  Presbytery.  During  a few 
months  in  the  early  part  of  1899  he  had  charge  of  Boyle 
Chapel,  a mission  of  the  First  Church  of  Colorado  Springs,  Colo., 
but  ill  health  soon  compelled  him  to  give  up  all  work.  He 
died  May  13,  1899,  near  Indianola,  Iowa,  of  consumption,  in 
the  32nd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  unmarried. 


JOHN  CAMPBELL  NEILL, 

Son  of  Robert  and  Jane  (McConkey)  Xeill.  was  born  July  3, 
1872,  in  Belfast,  Ireland.  He  was  brought  to  this  country 
when  a child.  He  united  with  the  First  Union  Presbyterian 
Church  of  New  York  City  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  prepara- 
tory studies  were  pursued  in  the  public  schools  of  New  York 
City  and  he  graduated  from  the  College  of  the  City  of  New 
York  in  1895.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same 
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year,  he  took  the  full  three  j^ears’  course  there,  graduating  in 
1898.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  York,  May 
23,  1898,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  same  Presbytery, 
October  27,  1898,  at  which  time  he  took  charge  of  the  Romeyn 
Chapel,  New  York,  serving  it  until  January  1,  1899.  Be  died 
May  3,  1899,  in  New  York  City,  of  congestion  of  the  lungs  after 
an  attack  of  the  grip,  in  the  27th  year  of  his  age.  During  part 
of  the  summer  of  1896  he  engaged  in  missionary  work  in  the 
Adirondacks,  N.  Y.  He  was  unmarried.
